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ENHANCING THE QUALITY OF HUMAN RESOURCES 
AVAILABLE TO SMALL BUSINESS 


The quality of human resources available to any firm is 
critical regardless of its size. Particularly in 
smaller firms, entrepreneurs frequently do not have the 
time to upgrade their own managerial knowledge or become 
familiar with the latest techniques - nor do they have 
the financial resources to permit the hiring of 
experienced personnel. 


The Small Business Intern Program instituted by 
the Small Business Secretariat of the Department of 
Industry, Trade and Commerce assists small or medium- 
sized businesses in hiring young community college or 
university graduates in business administration or any 
other discipline. A second initiative, the Youth Job 
Corps Program, is designed specifically for the problem 
of the human resources available to business associa- 
tions. In both cases, young employees bring with them 
new ideas and expertise as well as fresh ways of 
looking at old procedures which may help to improve 
the viability of small business. In return they gain 
valuable work experience that is indispensable to 
future careers. 


The objective of the Small Business Intern Program 
is to create permanent job opportunities for recent 
graduates, while at the same time enhancing the growth 
potential and competitive posture of smaller firms. 

The terms of the program are straightforward; the 
federal government can pay 50 per cent of a selected 
intern's wages, up to a maximum of $675 per month over 
a year, based on invoices submitted by the participat- 
ing companies. 


From its inception in June 1978 to the end of 
fiscal 1978/1979, nearly 1,000 interns were placed with 
small or medium-sized businesses in every part of Canada 
and virtually every industrial sector. Of the total, 
about 57 per cent have been placed in Ontario and 
Quebec, 18 per cent in the Maritimes and 25 per cent in 
Western Canada. Very small firms of one to five people 
have benefitted the most from the program. 


The Business Associates Job Corps Program (YJC), 
just recently launched, is to provide selected business 
associations with full-time staff resources, thereby 
allowing them to improve and augment their services to 
members. 


Through the strengthening of associations, the 
program will result in improved productivity and 
competitiveness of Canadian industry. Typically, 
Canadian business associations have either a very small 
staff, or frequently none at all. When association 
affairs are run by only a few interested members of the 
business community, the resources tend to be limited; 
few services are provided and little research can be 
done. But these associations can be an integral "self- 
help" mechanism for industry. The Youth Job Corps 
Program Will enable them to provide new services, with 
the end result of improved sector performance. 


For Job Corps employees, the program provides 
excellent work experience and a good potential for 
permanent employment, either with the association or 
with member firms through contacts made. There are 
advantages for government as well; namely an increased 
capacity for self-help within the private sector with a 
consequent reduced need for government intervention; 


and better channels for the communication of technical 
or program information to the private sector. 


Work projects undertaken must be of non-profit 
nature and Job Corps employees are supervised by the 
associations involved.

AN ENTERPRISE DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM SUCCESS 


The three-way partnership which was recently formed 
between British Columbia Forest Products Limited, 
Finlay Forest Industries Limited and Jujo Pulp and 
Paper Company of Japan completes a very successful 
relationship between Finlay and the Enterprise Devel- 
opment Board (EDB) of the Department of Industry, Trade 
and Commerce. 


The Enterprise Development Program (EDP) played a 
constructive role in rescuing Finlay from difficulties, 
helping to expand its activities, and encourage its 
progress to the present. 


In 1974, Finlay was facing possible financial 
adversity, shutdowns and job losses when the EDB 
granted $12 million loan insurance to finance doubling 
the output at the company's refinery groundwood pulp 
mill in Mackenzie, B.C. Expansion and pulp market 
difficulties, cost overruns and further expansions 
occurred involving a total of $24 million in EDP loan 
insurance. The British Columbia Development Corpora- 
tion and Japanese investment interests participated in 
the financing and subsequent refinancing of the company. 


The result was the expansion of output, employment 
and use of the forest resources in and around Mackenzie. 
Increased pulp and lumber prices, combined with the 
financial restructuring, capacity expansion, and sound 
management, produced the recent strength of the company. 


The new relationship between Finlay and British 
Columbia Forest Products, Vancouver, calls for a total 
of $192 million in capital expenditures including a new 
newsprint mill, expanded sawmilling capacity and power 
production facilities, and over 650 new jobs in and 
around Mackenzie and Crofton, B.C. 


The company is now able to stand on its own in 
the marketplace without federal government assistance 
and ITC no longer participates in the company's 
affairs. 


SAUDI ARABIA AND IRAQ: VISA PROCEDURES 

After almost two years of issuing visas virtually on 
request, the Embassies of Saudi Arabia and Iraq intro- 
duced more restrictive criteria in early January. 


In the case of Saudi Arabia, the Embassy expressed 
concern about individuals who do not respect the laws 
and customs of the Kingdom and companies that do not 
have the ability or will to carry out contracts they 
negotiate. The new visa granting procedure, therefore, 
requires that the applicant and/or his company be doing 


business in Saudi Arabia, have an invitation from a 
Saudi company or ministry, or have prior clearance 
from the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. Although there 
is already some inconsistency in the application of 
this policy, there have also been a number of serious 
problems. 


The Embassy of Iraq has advised, without explana- 
tion, that all applicants for visas must have an 
invitation to visit the country or be doing business 
there. There are inconclusive indications that invita- 
tions will be extended to only those Canadian firms 
that Iraqi officials desire to see. 


There may also be changes in Kuwaiti procedures 
but their nature have not been verified. 


All instances of problems with visas for Middle 
East countries should be reported to the Middle East 
Division of the Department of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce for advice. 


INTERNATIONAL MARINE TRANSIT ASSOCIATION 


The components of designing cost-effective ro-ro (roll 
on, roll off) ferries for the 1980s will be a key 
element in the International Marine Transit Associa- 
tion's annual conference this year in Canada. 


Representatives of marine interests from around 
the world will attend the seminars on coping with the 
cost-price squeeze in ferry operations at the Hotel 
Nova Scotian in Halifax, September 5, 6 and 7, 1979. 


Rupert J. Tingley, vice-president and general 
manager of CN Marine and president of the International 
Marine Transit Association, said he expects delegates 
from Europe, Asia, Australia, North and South America. 


IMTA represents ferry operators and others 
associated with the industry worldwide. 


Delegates to the third conference in Seattle last 
fall heard speakers from the United States, Canada, 
Europe and Asia compare ideas with other ferry opera- 
tors, were brought up to date on advances in technology 
and visited five west coast ferry operations. 


The conference this year will also deal with the 
availability of fuels, cost reduction through technol- 
ogical innovation, on-board maintenance, trends in 
insurance settlements and coping with regulatory 
authorities. Canada's Ministry of Transport will make 
a presentation on traffic forecasting. 


The conference officially opens Wednesday morning, 
September 5, and runs until Friday. The 1980 confer- 
ence will be in New Orleans, 1981 in Europe and 1982 
in San Francisco.

World Import Mart 
Tokyo, Japan 


The first Canadian show, at this location, consisting 
of fur garments and jewellery, produced on-site sales 
of $900,000. 


FOREIGN RULINGS 


ARGENTINA 


As part of the program to reduce inflation, the 
Ministry of Economy introduced a number of resolutions 
on January 8, 1979, reducing import tariffs on a wide 
range of food items. The following products which 
were previously dutiable at 10 per cent will no longer 
be subject to import duties: fresh, chilled or frozen 
meats; vegetables, fresh or chilled; fresh fruits and 
some dried fruits. The duty has been lowered from 45 
per cent to 25 per cent on prepared or preserved fish 
including shellfish, prepared or preserved fruits and 
vegetables, jams, marmalades and fruit juices. The 
duty has also been reduced on a number of wines. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


The Government of the Dominican Republic recently 
announced an import ban on the following products: 
shirts, men's and boys' underwear, suits, shoes and 
belts; pasta products; canned or frozen vegetables; 
fruit juices; sauces (except mayonnaise) and season- 
ings; most chocolate products; butter; yogurt; soda 
crackers; fresh and frozen fish; bath soaps, washing 
soaps and all types of detergents. 


GRENADA 


According to a recent report from our Port-of-Spain 
office, the Grenada authorities are granting foreign 
exchange for goods ordered which are allowed under an 
open general licence. However, all specific import 
licences for imports which were approved prior to 
March 5, 1979, have to be revalidated. 


MEXICO 


The registration of foreign equipment suppliers to the 
Federal Government of Mexico and its decentralized 
agencies (PEMEX - the petroleum monopoly, CFE - the 
Federal Electricity Company, etc.) is the responsibil- 
ity of the following Ministry since January 1, 1979:

NEW CONTRACTS FOR CANADIAN COMPANIES 


CANADIAN ENGINEERS WIN MAJOR GRAIN PROJECTS IN INDIA 


Howe International Limited of Ottawa, in co-operation 
with Howe India Private Ltd. of New Delhi, has been 
awarded a contract for the design, supervision and 
construction management of 18 grain terminals for the 
Food Corporation of India with a storage capacity 
totalling one million tons. 


These will include two major modern high capacity 
port grain terminals to be located at the ports of 
Madras and Haldia on the east coast for the loading 
and unloading of bulk carrier ocean ships. 


In addition, 16 fully mechanized bulk grain 
terminals will be designed by the Howe engineers for 
locations throughout India. Each of these inland ter- 
minals will have a storage capacity of more than 
525500 scons. 


This nation-wide bulk grain handling and storage 
project will be one of the largest ever undertaken and 
Howe won this contract against severe international 
competition. 


In addition to design input from Howe's Canadian 
offices, this project provides a potential export 
opportunity for Canadian manufacturers under the 
international tender procedures required with partial 
World Bank financing. 


ISRAEL ORDERS CANADIAN CONTAINERS WORTH $5 MILLION 


Zim Israel Navigation Company Ltd., headquartered in 
Haifa, Israel, has signed a contract to purchase 1,000 
Canadian-manufactured shipping containers. The agree- 


ment is a record container contract and marks the first 


major order of its kind to be placed in Canada by an 
international carrier. 


The contract is being filled by the Brampton-based 


company Steadman Containers Limited and will provide 
work for some 70 people. Supply industries will also 
reap benefits from the order by providing Canadian 
steel, components and other materials for the inter- 


modal van-type units which are expected to be delivered 


sometime during 1979. 


Zim operates a fleet of 61 vessels and owns a 
network of agencies including its Canadian subsidiary, 
Zim Israel Navigation Company (Canada) Ltd. which has 
locations in Toronto, Montreal and Halifax and employs 
approximately 100 people. 


HONG KONG CONTRACT 


MacDonald, Dettwiler and Associates Limited of 
Vancouver have been successful in tendering for the 
supply of a weather satellite ground station to Hong 
Kong Royal Observatory. The value of the contract is 
placed at about $1/2 million. 


CANADIANS EDGE OUT INTERNATIONAL COMPETITION 


A Canadian joint venture made up of The SNC Group, 
Acres International Limited and Tecsult International 
Limited recently signed a contract with Instituto 
Costarricense de Electricidad (ICE) for a feasibility 
study and final design of the dam and diversion works 
for Costa Rica's Boruca Hydroelectric Project. 


At 260 metres, Boruca Dam would be the highest 
rockfill dam in the world. It would contain 43 million 
cubic metres of fill and create a lake with a surface 
area of 220 square kilometres. The water power har- 
nessed would generate some 760 MW. 


SNC-Acres-TIL competed for the job against 26 firms 
or consortia from all over the world. 


The joint venture also gives credit for its success 
to one hundred per cent Canadian effort reflected in 
strong support from the Department of Industry, Trade 
and Commerce, the Canadian Embassy in Costa Rica and 
Hydro-Québec. 


A feature of the assignment is on-the-job training 
and the transfer of technology. Four ICE engineers 
will join the team in Canada for experience in North 
American project management techniques. ICE staff and 
the Canadian team will work together on continuing 
investigations of the remote site near the Panama 
Border. The Canadian joint venture will also work with 
a Costa Rican engineering firm, DYPSA. 


Phase 1 of the project, the part covered by the 
current contract, is expected to last two years. 


SPIROLL GAINS WORLD RIGHTS TO NEW TECHNOLOGY 


A final agreement has been concluded which gives Spiroll 
Corporation Limited exclusive world rights to produce 
and market the dramatic new pre stressed hollow core 
concrete system called Maxi-Span. 


Spiroll is an international company specializing 
in the design, development, production and marketing of 
pre stressed hollow core concrete production systems 
and technology. Strongly export oriented, Spiroll does 
more than 90 per cent of its business outside Canada, 
selling and servicing its systems which are currently 
in some 80 locations in more than 30 countries. 


The new system represents a very advanced technology 
and its name has been incorporated into a new operational 
entity called Maxi-Span Systems Ltd. which will be under 
the direct operational control of Spiroll Corporation 
Ltd. Under the terms of the agreement, Maxi-Span 
Systems Ltd. assumes immediate responsibility for 
marketing technical services and engineering functions 
of the new technology. Under licence, Spiroll will 
manufacture the process equipment and hardware 
exclusively for Maxi-Span. 


THAILAND 


Fourteen Canadian companies are currently pursuing 
business related to construction of the Thai natural 
gas pipeline. The Canadian firms, if successful, would 
sub-contract to Fluor Ocean Services, Houston, Texas 
through Fluor (Canada), Calgary, Alberta. 


TWO INNOVATION CENTRES TO BE ESTABLISHED 


The Federal Government is planning to provide financial 
assistance to establish two Industrial Innovation 
Centres, one to be associated with the University of 
Waterloo and the other with Ecole Polytechnique in 
Montreal. 


Discussions have been initiated with officials of 
the universities and the provincial governments con- 
cerned to complete appropriate plans. The two univer- 
sities have already developed close ties with industry 
and have prepared preliminary proposals for their 
centres. 


The purpose of Industrial Innovation Centres is to 
stimulate technological innovation in Canada by assist- 
ing technology-based firms, entrepreneurs and inventors 
to commercialize their ideas. The centres will also 
provide engineering, science and business students with 
first-hand experience by having them assist the staff 
of the centres in evaluating, developing and commer- 
cializing ideas submitted to the centres. 


The centres will make an important contribution 
to small technology-based companies by helping them 
develop and market innovative new processes or products 
and will fill an important gap by providing advice and 
assistance to entrepreneurs starting their own busi- 
nesses.

SIXTH MEETING OF THE CANADA/CHINA JOINT TRADE COMMITTEE 


The Canadian Government and Chinese Foreign Trade 
Officials reaffirmed their commitment to strengthening 
and diversifying bilateral trade in the trade talks 
which concluded on May 1, 1979. 


The Canadian delegation expressed its desire to 
see a growth in Canada's exports of capital equipment 
and technology, and pledged the full support of the 
Canadian Government for the initiatives of Canadian 
exporters. 


The Chinese delegation briefed the Canadian side 
on its plans for increased exports to Canada of a wide 
range of non-traditional products. 


The Chinese reviewed recent developments and 
changes in their economic plan, which ends in 1985, 
and confirmed that a reexamination of some of their 
priorities was currently being conducted, but stressed 
that this would not result in a reduction of their 
commitment to rapid modernization. They indicated 
that China continues to assign high priority to the 
development of a number of sectors in which Canada has 
very strong capabilities, such as hydro and thermal 
power, telecommunications, oil and gas, non-ferrous 
metals and transportation. 


Discussions were held on the renewal of the 
Canada/China Trade Agreement of 1973, and the Canadian 
delegation also tabled a proposal for an Economic Co- 
operation Agreement to be concluded later this year 
between Canada and China which would provide the basis 
for growth in trade of Canadian and Chinese manufactured 
goods. 


Since 1970, there has been a significant increase 
in bilateral trade. In 1978, total trade between 
Canada and China approached $600 million (Canadian 
exports were $503 million; Chinese exports to Canada 
were $95 million). 


Canada continues to give high priority to increased 
trade with China and approximately 40 technical and 
commercial missions were exchanged between Canada and 
China in 1978. 


The next meeting of the Committee is planned for 
Peking in 1980. 


INCOMING MISSIONS 


Military Delegation from Denmark 


Two representatives from the Danish Ministry of Defence 
visited Canada in mid-March for an eight-day tour of 
manufacturers of NBCW (nuclear, biological, chemical 
warfare) protective gear. 


The Danes are interested in 150,000 NBCW suits 
over the period 1981-1985 worth approximately $15 
million. 


As a result of the visit, the Danes will look 
favourably upon Canada as a supplier for its needs and 
have already asked for 2,500 pumps for the C2 kit and 
for samples of cloth from the Celanese Company for 
evaluation. 


filitary Delegation from Spain 


Five officers of the Ministry of Defence, Spain, came 
to Canada in March/April for an eight-day visit to tour 
NBCW equipment manufacturers and visit the NBCW school 
at Camp Borden. The visit generated considerable 
interest and the officers expressed their satisfaction 
in Canadian chemical warfare protection equipment. 


At the debriefing session held on the last day of 
the program, General Lasheras asked for samples of all 
our NBCW products for evaluation. Col. Leon stated 
that he would recommend the purchase of Canadian prod- 
ucts when he submits his report. Sales potential 
could range from $5 to $15 million. 


Rape Seed and Rape Seed Meal Mission from Korea 


In April, seven members of Korean Government agencies 
responsible for specifying their rape seed purchases 
arrived in Vancouver for a two-week tour which included 
visiting facilities in Vancouver, Edmonton, Lethbridge, 
Brooks, Calgary, Saskatoon and Winnipeg. The purpose 
of their visit.was to acquaint the Koreans with 
Canadian capability to supply their country's rapeseed 
requirements. 


Indonesia 


The Chairman of the Indonesian Power Authority (PLN) 
visited Canada during April, 1979, following his visit 
to the World Bank in Washington. Canada is participat- 
ing and has an on-going interest in the mining/ 
transport/power project in South Sumatra and West Java. 


Computer Technology Delegation from Algeria 


A delegation of six members of the Commissariat 
national a l'informatique (CNI) led by the Commissaire 
National,Mr. Mustapha Bouarfa visited Montréal, Québec 
City and Ottawa in April to study Canadian capabilities 
in computer products and software services as part of 
their program to build up a national information net- 
work. CNI is the national government agency respon- 
sible for the management of computer services in 
Algeria. 


Electrical Appliance Buyers Mission 
from the United Kingdom 


This mission in March, 1979, is deemed to have been 
successful. 


The mission members were favourably impressed with 
the companies visited and the Canadian manufacturers 
have now established key contacts in the U.K. The 
group unanimously agreed that there would be sales 
resulting from the visit and gave frank advice to the 
Canadian manufacturers of potential problems they would 
encounter and how to overcome them, and the direction 
in which they should concentrate their efforts to be 
most effective. 


An excellent rapport was established with the 
visitors and the companies will follow up and maintain 
contact with them. 


Security Equipment Mission from Egypt 


The Canadian companies which were visited in March 
consider that the mission was worthwhile and that they 
will be given fair, if not preferred, consideration in 
future security procurements by Egyptian Government 
agencies. 


Since the return of the mission to Egypt, Canadian 
firms have quoted on requirements identified on the 
tour and members of a consortium of Canadian companies 
are presently in Cairo surveying requirements under the 
direct responsibility of individual mission members, 
i.e. the National Assembly, Federal Prisons, National 
Museums, etc. 


Fish Buying Delegation from the Ivory Coast 


Two executives of leading fish importing and distrib- 
uting organizations from the Ivory Coast visited 
Canadian east coast companies and provincial govern- 
ment offices in April. There is a potential short term 
market of 50,000 tons per year which could be supplied 
from Canada. 


Air Traffic Control Equipment 
Delegation from Brazil 


Canadian equipment suppliers and consulting firms have 
been promoting their capabilities relative to a new 
integrated Air Traffic Control/Air Defence System for 
southern Brazil. 


The incoming delegation spent approximately seven 
days during April touring Canadian industry in Ottawa, 
Montreal and Toronto. 


The project is expected to have a value of 
approximately $150 million and is to be started during 
1979. 


CHANGE IN VAT RATE 


Effective June 18, resulting from recent British 
budgetary changes, the UK Value Added Tax (VAT) 
was increased to a single rate of 15 per cent on 
all chargeable goods from the previous split 
rates of 8 per cent and 123 per cent. 


OUTGOING MISSIONS 


Non-Ferrous Metals Mission to 
the People's Republic of China 


Eight members of the mining, ore dressing and smelting 
of copper, nickel and aluminum industry, accompanied 

by a senior officer of the federal Department of 
Industry, Trade and Commerce (ITC), visited China from 
March 3 to 16 to better acquaint the Chinese with 
Canada's capabilities in non-ferrous metals, technology, 
manufactured products and exploration services. 


Automotive Parts Mission to Venezuela 


Venezuela has always offered a good market potential. 
The purpose of this mission in March was to determine 
the scope of opportunities for Canadian aftermarket 
manufacturers and, if successful, it will be followed 
by a larger mission comprising 10 to 12 Canadian parts 
exporters scheduled for November, 1979. 


Agricultural Equipment Mission 
to Nigeria, Kenya and Tanzania 


Seven members of the agricultural equipment industry, 
along with a professional agronomist from Agriculture 
Canada, led by an industry specialist from ITC, visited 
Nigeria, Kenya and Tanzania in March and April. The 
objective of the mission was to develop markets for 
dryland farming equipment and grain handling and stor- 
age equipment. 


Businessmen's Mission to Libya 


A fifteen-member mission, tentatively scheduled for 
June, 1979, is to be mounted in response to a request 
by the Libyans for closer bilateral economic and trade 
relations. The mission is to assess opportunities and 
prospects for Canadian industry in Libya. 


Korea 


The Office of Overseas Projects of ITC is leading and 
co-ordinating a market penetration effort into the 
Republic of Korea whereby Canadian industrial sector 
capability will be matched to specific industrial re- 
quirements of Korea. Sectors of interest are steel 
mill industry, pulp and paper machinery, aluminum 
processing industry, petrochemical plants and the 
electrical/electronics industries. 


Mission to Australia and New Zealand 


Officers of the Office of Overseas Projects of ITC 
visited these countries in March to explore market 
opportunities, particularly in the areas of resource 
development. Talks were held with senior finance 
officials of these countries. 


Shipbuilding Mission to Poland 


Resulting from a commitment made during the Canada- 
Poland trade consultations in December 1978, a mission 
of ten senior executives of the shipbuilding industry 
with accompanying departmental officers visited Poland 
late in April. 


The objectives of the mission were: 1) to identify 
areas where Canadian and Polish expertise are complemen- 
tary; 2) to seek contracts for Canadian shipyards; 3) 
to explore Polish technology to determine its usefulness 
for Canadian firms; and 4) to explore possibilities of 
co-operation with regard to the supply of ships to 
third countries. 


Swine and Semen Mission to Southeast Asia 


Seven Canadian experts on pig farming and breeding 
visited Thailand, Malaysia, Singapore and the 
Philippines in March. 


This mission was sponsored by Industry, Trade and 
Commerce to increase the interest of these Southeast 
Asian countries in purchasing Canadian breeding stock 
and swine semen, as exports to these countries have 
been limited. 


Canadian swine breeding stock is now exported to 
about 28 countries, and semen to approximately 20 
countries. The value of the export of live breeding 
stock has risen from $184,000 in 1976 to $681,000 for 
the first 11 months of 1978, while the value of semen 
exports rose from $29,000 to $147,000 within the same 
period. 


Canada has a solid international reputation in 
Swine breeding and is one of the leading countries in 
the use of artificial insemination and the technique 
of using frozen boar semen. Canada also has an 
excellent reputation in the field of animal health, 
being free of any serious swine diseases. This is an 
important factor to any country importing breeding 
stock. 


Egypt and Sudan 


An official of the construction division of ITC 
travelled to Egypt and the Sudan in April to explore 
construction opportunities for Canadian firms. This 
trip was an exploratory one, in preparation for a trade 
mission this fall. 


The objectives of the official's trip were to 
explore possible co-operation in the construction 
field; to prepare for meetings with government 
officials and contractors interested in discussing 
specific projects with mission members; and to prepare 
a detailed report on the Egyptian construction situa- 
tion. He was also looking for good local contractors 
interested in joint-venturing with Canadian firms. 


At the present time at least two Canadian con- 
struction firms are doing business in Egypt - a 
Windsor firm which just completed a jeep assembly 
plant near Cairo, and a Hamilton developer who has 
begun construction of a 400-ton-capacity cold storage 
plant. 


CANADA GIVES $2 BILLION CREDIT TO CHINA 


The Export Development Corporation (EDC) has given 
China a $2 billion line of credit to buy goods and 
services from Canadian suppliers. 


The announcement was made after EDC Chairman John 
A. MacDonald reached an agreement in principle in Peking 
with Cui Yenxur, managing director of the Bank of China. 


The Corporation provides loans to help support 
Canadian exports and improve Canadian ability to compete 
in international markets. ITC officials hope the line 
of credit will help Canadian companies to secure export

SHOP CANADIAN 


The SHOP CANADIAN program, which was originated to 
increase sales of Canadian-made products and, as a 
result, employment for Canadians, has been extended 
for three years. The program will continue to be co- 
ordinated by the Department of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce with the co-operation of provincial govern- 
ments, private sector firms and associations. 


The extension of the program follows independent 
research which revealed a definite upward shift in 
consumer awareness of the value of buying Canadian 
goods since the program was started last year. To 
continue this positive trend development, the federal 
government has allocated $2.5 million annually, from 
existing resources, for the three year period. 


The role of the federal government in the SHOP 
CANADIAN campaign is to act as a catalyst by providing 
a national umbrella of promotion through TV, radio and 
other media advertising. This advertising is aimed at 
encouraging Canadian manufacturers to clearly label 
Canadian-made products, induce retailers to use "MADE 
IN CANADA" signs and displays throughout their stores, 
and persuade the general public to buy more Canadian- 
made goods. 


Discussions are now underway with the provinces 
to find more ways in which programs might be combined 
to increase their impact. The Retail Council of Canada 
will also continue to be actively involved. 


Research Results 

During the first year of the program, respondents 
who indicated that they always make an effort to choose 
Canadian-made products increased by 10 per cent. The 
Prairie Provinces showed the greatest increase while 
no area showed a drop. 


Research indicated that: 


- females are more likely to Shop Canadian than 
males, 


- age bears a strong, steady relationship,

Shop Canadian 


- older shoppers are more likely to purchase 
Canadian-made goods than younger shoppers, 


- homemakers, retired people and farmers are 
most likely to Shop Canadian, 


- apartment dwellers are slightly less likely 
to shop for Canadian products than home owners, 


- married people are more likely to Shop Canadian. 


Those who indicate they would prefer to buy 
Canadian goods cite quality, fit, cost, and most 
frequently, the general benefit to Canada. 


Those who say they never Shop Canadian are, by 
and large, price shoppers. Their percentage dropped 
from 32.8 to 28.6 during the program's first year. 


Identification of Canadian-made products was 
indicated to be a problem. One out of five sait they 
could NEVER identify Canadian products and one out of 
two said it was possible only SOMETIMES. 


A continuing program of regularly scheduled, 
integrated promotional activities during the next three 
years is expected to produce a striking increase in 
Canadian buyers' preference for Canadian products and 
greater made-in-Canada product identification by 
Canadian manufacturers.

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MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS CONCLUDED

Be / ix years of intense international bargaining has re- 
sulted in the recent signing of agreement on the terms 
and conditions of the so-called Tokyo round of Multi- 
lateral Trade Negotiations. 


Begun in Tokyo in 1973, the accord -- involving 
almost 100 countries -- deals with a broad range of non- 
tariff barriers and changes in trade rules as well as a 
general reduction in or elimination of tariffs on a wide 
range of industrial goods, raw and semi-processed 
materials and agricultural and fisheries products. 


The agreements essentially do four things: 


- They provide for a series of detailed agreements, 
which spell out permissable and non-permissable 
behavior by governments in imposing non-tariff 
barriers to trade. 


- They establish a framework both for settling disputes 
that may arise among nations with respect to these 
non-tariff barriers and for watching over such mea- 
sures that may be initiated in the future. 


- They make special provisions for developing countries, 
and 


- They include a substantial tariff cut. 


The results represent a significant step forward in 
dealing with non-tariff as well as tariff barriers. 
New, expanded, and more certain export opportunities 
are being opened up for Canadians which should bring 
benefit to every part of the country and all sectors of 
the economy. 


While the Canadian tariffs on a wide range of ind- 
ustrial, agricultural and fisheries products have been 
substantially reduced, such reductions will be gradual 
and to an extent which takes into consideration the 
competitive strengths and potential of the various 
sectors. 


These reductions will also lower input costs for 
Canadian industry as well as lowering the cost of a 
broad range of consumer goods. The final results of 
the MIN as far as Canadians are concerned will depend 
on the willingness of Canadians to take advantage of 
the opportunities freer trade will provide in devel- 
oping world scale production facilities. 


Of particular interest to Canadians was the effect 
the negotiations would have on access to the U.S. mar- 
ket since 70 per cent of Canada's total exports or some 

31 billion in goods is destined for that market. 


In the case of industrial products, tariff reduc- 
tions on Canadian exports to the United States will fall 
by some 40 per cent on a trade weighted basis. Similar

The agreed reductions, as a general rule, will 
take place in eight annual steps beginning on January 1, 
1980. Once these are fully implemented, the average 
tariffs on manufactured goods shipped to the United 
States will be about four per cent. For the most part, 
materials will enter free or the tariffs will be at 
very low levels. More importantly, by 1987 close to 80 
per cent of Canadian exports to the U.S. market will 
enter duty free.

MINISTER OUTLINES POSITION 
NEW OPPORTUNITIES FOR CANADA... 


Setting out the Canadian Government's position on the 
results of the Multilateral Trade Agreements signed in 
Geneva July 10, Robert de Cotret, Minister of Industry 
Trade and Commerce, stressed determination to create an 
improved climate for investment, production, manufact- 
uring and marketing of goods in the post MTN period. 


"We believe," he continued, "that the reduction and 
elimination of foreign tariffs, particularly in the 
United States, will provide new opportunities for the 
further rationalization and specialization of production 
in Canada to serve foreign markets as well as our own.

to tougher import competition, as well as to take advan- 
tage of new export opportunities. The adequacy of 
existing facilities are being reviewed. The result of 
this review will be made known in good time to be taken 
into account in corporate and manpower planning for the 
future." 


The minister then went on to emphasize the neces- 
sity for consultation and co-operation between govern- 
ments, business and labour organizations to obtain pos- 
itive results from the agreements. 


CANADIAN OBJECTIVES 
Canada's objectives in the Multilateral Trade Negotia- 
tions (Tokyo Round) were as follows: 


General 


1) to influence the outcome in directions which 
would favour the efficient further development 
of Canadian industry, agriculture and fisheries, 
and the growth of national income through 
broader, more profitable and more certain ex- 
port opportunities, while ensuring that an ap- 
propriate level of Canadian tariff protection 
was maintained and that Canada would be able, 
consistent with international rules, to deal 
adequately with unfair or disruptive import 
competition; 


2) through a successful MTN to help avoid a break- 
down in international trading arrangements and 
the consequent proliferation of protectionism 
and trade restrictions contrary to the interest 
of Canada as a major trading nation; 


3) to work towards an improved and more certain 
world trading framework, including a better 
set of arrangements with developing countries; 


Specific 


1) to secure a substantial further reduction in 
the level of foreign tariffs facing Canadian 
exports and potential exports; 


2) to secure an enlargement of the area of trade 
where Canadian products can enter foreign mar- 
kets duty-free, including the United States; 


3) to eliminate, reduce and progressively bring 
under better control non-tariff barriers in- 
hibiting Canadian exports; 


4) to achieve through the reduction of foreign 
tariff and non-tariff barriers enhanced oppor- 
tunities for investment and production in Can- 
ada of more highly processed materials and food- 
stuffs as well as fully manufactured goods;

to make reductions in the level of Canadian 
tariffs on end products, materials and inter- 
mediate goods as appropriate to a more competi- 
tive international environment, and in a manner 
consistent with the continued development of 
viable production in Canada from existing and 
new product lines; 


6) to limit tariff concessions in areas of parti- 
cular employment and import sensitivity such as 
textiles and footwear; 
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7) to ensure that agreed reductions in Canadian 
protection would be phased in over a sufficient- 
ly long time period to permit orderly adjust- 
ment to the new trading environment; 


8) to achieve desirable changes in international 
trading rules with respect to countervailing 
duties, anti-dumping duties and emergency ac- 
tion against imports causing or threatening 
injury to domestic producers, in order to deal 
more adequately with unfair or disruptive im- 
port competition while limiting the capacity of 
foreign governments to act arbitrarily against 
Canadian exports; 


9) to achieve a mix of gains in foreign markets 
and concessions in Canadian tariff and non- 
tariff barriers which would represent a reason- 
able result from the point of view of the dif- 
ferent Canadian provinces and regions. 


THE IRE SULTS SEE 


Agreements on Subsidies/ 
Countervailing Measures and Antidumping 


These sections addressed three main concerns to Can- 
adians 


- the imposition of countervailing duties against 
injurious imports; 


multilateral procedures to deal with foreign sub- 
sidies which affect Canadian production and trade 
and to reinforce the present prohibition against 

export subsidies 


- the establishment of dispute settlement procedures. 


In respect of countervail, the major benefit is 
U.S. agreement to apply a test of material injury before 
imposing countervailing duties and the greater uniform- 
ity likely to flow from the precise criteria set out in 
the Agreements for the establishment of injury. The 
improved injury criteria reflect in large measure the 
current practices of the Anti-dumping Tribunal. While 
the Agreement will require more formal consultative 
procedures, it also assures that such consultations will 
not unduly delay domestic action. The new disciplines 
on subsidies will provide Canada with a better opportu- 
nity to protect major export markets since the prohibi- 
tion on industrial subsidies is now supported by an 
illustrative list of prohibited practices. 


Agreement on Technical Barriers to Trade 


While all countries utilize product standards for legi- 
timate purposes, barriers to trade could be created by 
the setting up of product standards and methods of de- 
termining conformation with these standards. In essence 
Canada in consultation with the provincial governments 
has promised to use its "best endeavours" to ensure that 
local governments and non-government bodies comply with 
the Agreement. Most Canadian organizations engaged in 
standards or standards related activities act in ways 
consistent with the Agreement. 


Agreement on Government Procurement 


This agreement creates a set of rules designed to ensure 
that suppliers from each signatory have an opportunity 
to bid on certain foreign government contracts. The 
coverage is limited by various provisions which exclude 
construction and service contracts, purchases below 


approximately $220,000 Canadian at current exchange 
rates and purchasing subject to national security 
considerations. 


For procurement covered by the agreement signa- 
tories undertake: 


- to apply the same treatment to the suppliers of other 
signatory countries as to domestic suppliers; 


- to ensure that technical specifications do not create 
unneccessary barriers to international trade; 


- to follow agreed rules regarding the qualification of 
suppliers; notices of proposed purchases; tender 
documentation; submission, receipt and opening of 
tenders and award of contract; 


- to provide prescribed information to suppliers, ten- 
derers, and the governments of all signatory coun- 
tries on all phases of the procurement process, in- 
cluding contract award; 


- to maintain procedures for the hearing and review of 
complaints arising from any stage of the procurement 
process. 


Agreement on Import Licensing 


This agreement should result in more open and fair ad- 
ministration of import licensing. It covers both auto- 
matic import licensing where licenses are required but 
there are no formal limitations on quantities or values 
which may be imported, and licensing requirements to ad- 
minister import restrictions permitted under GATT. 


The principal obligations are: 


- that the rules and all information concerning pro- 
cedures for filling applications be published; 


- that application forms be as simple as possible and 
that normally applicants need only approach one ad- 
ministrative body; 


- that in the case of automatic licensing, permits be 
issued within a maximum of 10 working days; 


- that when import restrictions are in effect: 


- permitted levels of imports and related details be 
published 


- there be a right of review in the event that an 
application for an import license is refused 


- there be reasonable provision for new importers. 


Agreement on Customs Valuation 


This agreement will establish uniform standards to be 
applied by governments in determining the value of im- 
ported goods for purposes of levying ad valorem rates of 
duty. The agreement requires signatories to use as the 
value for duty, the price at which goods move in inter- 
national trade or its equivalent. 


This agreement will require Canada to make substan- 
tial and fundamental changes in its customs valuation 
legislation and administrative practices. The time frame 
within which Canada must comply to the new standards has 
been extended to four years to allow time to prepare for 
the changeover. 


Agreement on Trade in Civil Aircraft 


The principal provisions of this agreement are: 


- the elimination from January 1, 1980 of all custom 
duties and similar charges on civil aircraft, their 


engines, parts and components; other parts and com- 
panents of civil aircraft including airborne avio- 
nics, ground flight simulators, parts and components. 
Such duties will also be eliminated in respect of 
aircraft repair and overhaul. 


- signatories shall not require airlines, aircraft 
manufacturers, or other entities engaged in the pur- 
chase of products covered in the agreement, nor exert 
unreasonable pressure on them, to purchase from any 
particular source. 


- the pricing of civil aircraft should be based on a 
reasonable expectation of recoupment of all costs, 
including the cost of financing, production, research 
and development - including identifiable and pro- 
rated costs of military research and development. 


Framework Understanding 


Under this section, the signatory countries undertake to 
improve the international trading framework varticularly 
as it applies to developing countries. 


In particular it permits developed countries, under 
prescribed conditions, to extend special and differen- 
tial treatment to developing countries relative to their 
stage of development. 


The understanding will also strengthen the general 
dispute settlement procedures of GATT and will comp- 
lement the specific prodedures contained in the non- 
tariff codes. 


In general, Canada has reached most of its goals in the 
protracted negotiations. Attention will now be turned to 
implementation of these agreements. Future issues of the 
Newsletter and Canada Commerce will keep the Canadian 
business community informed of these developments. Mean- 
while, readers may wish to make use of the following 
order form:

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"CHINA RIGHT NOW IS BUYING THE KINDS 
OF THINGS THAT CANADA CAN SELL." 


This was a statement made by Canadian businessman Jack 
Hahn during his most recent trip to China in January 
1979. Hahn is Chairman of SNC Canada Incorporated, a 
company that provides integrated engineering services 
and is involved in the James Bay hydro project and a $60 
million project in Algeria. This is Hahn's second time 
in China -- he also attended the I.T.&C.-sponsored 

trade mission in 1972. 


"I would have said six or seven years ago that 
trade with China was very limited -- that there was very 
little of it. I believe now that there is just no limit 
to how much they are going to do in the next twenty 
years. China right now is buying the kinds of things 
that Canada can sell. There is a lot of misapprehension 
about the past in regards to China. The Chinese are 
very shrewd and smart buyers. And when they want to buy 
something they usually find who is the best to sell it 
to them. If they want to buy cars they go to General 
Motors. So, it is only now since they have put the 
priorities on the kind of things we are good at in Can- 
ada that we are finally able to sell. Things such as 
mining, minerals, pulp mills, hydro electric works. It 
is only now that priorities are going our way." 


What makes China so opportune for Canadians is its 
recent reassessment of a previously announced ambitious 
10-year "great leap towards modernization plan". The 
result -- a more modest five-year plan (1981-1985), pre- 
ceded by a three-year readjustment period. 


It's this three-year period that's of particular 
importance to Canadian companies interested in trade 
with China. It dictates that the new economic emphasis 
in China is upon agricultural mechanization, improved 
transportation, enlarged communications, and energy-oil 
development -- all fields in which Canadian technology 
excels and is competitive. During this period -- 1979 - 
1981 -- China will spend an unprecedented $16 billion, 

_ or 20 per cent of its budget, on the agricultural sector 
-- this in order to provide a solid production base for 
future heavy industrial development. 


The reasons for the reassessment are fairly clear 
-- China must first upgrade its transport, communica- 
tions and energy infrastructure so that its foreign- 
exchange-producing light industries can begin turning 
out the goods to stimulate future industrial projects 
and pay off China's new-found foreign debts. 


The key to penetrating the Chinese market is deter- 
mined, long term commitment. Here are some tips to 
Canadians on how to handle business dealings with the 
Chinese. 


Initially, interested persons should write to 
the appropriate Government Trading Corporation (there 
are nine in China, with headquarters in Peking), with a 
copy to the Canadian Embassy in Peking -- outlining the 
product or service for sale. Multiple copies of product 
information should be submitted, as circulation is high. 
A reply may take some time, even months, and follow-up 
letters may be required. 


. The trading corporation will then reply asking 
for further information if interested potential end 
users have been found. 


a At this point the question of price may come up. 
The Chinese don't talk price until they decide whether 
they're interested in buying. 
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The next stage is an invitation to the Canadian 
company to visit China. A scheduled visit of one week 
could easily double or triple in terms of time. There 
the product or service for sale is discussed thoroughly 
and demonstrated before groups of potential buyers cho- 
sen by the trading corporation. 


Another means of getting to China is a Canadian 
Government sponsored technical seminar or trade mission. 


Another possibility is not to go at all and take 
advantage of the several times a year when the Canadian 
government brings over to Canada groups of technical ly- 
specialized Chinese to survey products here. The fe- 
deral trade department can arrange for Canadian firms to 
be informed of such visits. 


According to George Gough, Chief of the Asia Divi- 
sion at the department of Industry, Trade and Commerce, 
"The Chinese are most interested in high technology 
equipment, such as is used in telecommunications, oil 
fields, railways, transportation and agriculture. The 
Chinese also prefer complete turnkey projects rather 
than the services of a single consultant or architect. 


"Another possibility is the Chinese version of a 
joint venture. For example, the Chinese may allow a 
foreign company to come in and build a shoe manufactur- 
ing plant if the foreign company agrees to buy back a 
certain percentage of the product and market it abroad 
for the Chinese. Such an agreement can be highly at- 
tractive for China, which is short of foreign exchange." 


In 1978, Canadian exports to China totalled more 
than $500 million. Wheat accounted for 69 per cent -- 
the remaining exports included industrial materials and 
semi-finished products such as wood pulp, aluminum and 
sulphur. 


In the October/November issue of Canada Commerce, a 
more in-depth look will be taken at the many trade op- 
portunities that have and can develop for Canadians in 
China.

BANKING ON SMALL BUSINESS 


The world of small business: Problems and Issues -- 
this was the theme of the 24th annual conference of the 
International Council for Small Business, held in Quebec 
City, in June. 


One of the important issues covered was the role of 
chartered banks in small business financing. The follow- 


_ing is a synopsis of a speech given at the conference by 


F.A. Droppo, Chairman, Small Business Committee, The 
Canadian Bankers' Association. 


It is a widely recognized fact that small business 
not only represents an important source of employment 
and production, it also exists as a vital instigation of 
innovation and competition and a direct channel for the 
entrepreneurial energy in Canada. 


Droppo outlined the role of the banks as lenders to 
small businesses in view of the changes in the lending 
role of the banks over the years, with particular refer- 
ence to the banks' increasing efforts to extend the term 
of their lending. 


"Banks are the single largest source of debt finan- 
cing to small businesses in Canada. At the end of 1978, 
small business loans involving authorized limits of 
under $200,000 amounted to more than $7.9 billion. This 
figure represented approximately 23 per cent of the 
banks' business lending portfolio, a figure which 
roughly parallels the small business sector's share of 
business employment and sales in the economy." 


Also, banks are active lenders in every region of 
the nation. Loans in small business categories were 
granted roughly in proportion to the distribution of 
Gross Provincial Expenditure. 


This wide geographical dispersion of small business 
lending is a function of both the unparalleled extent of 
the Canadian bank branch network and the decentraliza- 
tion of lending authority that is characteristic of 
that network. 


The Canadian banking system maintains some 7,350 


branches located in 1,900 cities and towns across Canada. 


By having at least one branch manager in every location 
important enough to justify a presence, each bank has 
someone who is in touch with local economic develop- 
ments. Since each one of these branch managers is 
charged with the responsibility to increase the profita- 
bility of his/her branch, each has an incentive to iden- 
tify and service likely loan markets -- markets which 


for most branches are largely confined to small business. 


Each manager, too, is acutely aware that the heart 
of his/her business, lies in the effective servicing of 
smaller businesses. While small business loans rep- 
resent some 23 per cent of the dollar amount of business 
loans outstanding, there are more than 400,000 loan 
accounts in this category which accounted for some 92 
per cent of the number of business accounts outstanding 
as at September, 1978. Small business lending, along 
with personal banking, is in fact the bread-and-butter 
of the branch system. 


The strengths which accrue from this dispersion of 
branches would be diminished if there were not a paral- 
lel decentralization of loan-granting authority. At 
this time, virtually no applications for loans under 
$200,000 are required to move beyond the regional 
offices. Recent trends towards decentralization in- 
dicated that loan administration and supervision is 
progressively being brought into more direct contact 
with regional and local economic conditions. 


Further contributing to the decentralization of 
bank lending authority is the ability of branch managers 
to make an increasing level of loans within their own 
discretionary limit. In September, 1978, the average 
size of small business loans outstanding was approxi- 
mately $19,620. While acknowledging that this figure 
doesn't represent the average size of new small business 
loan advances, it is nevertheless apparent that the av- 
erage size of small business loans is in fact quite 
small. Many such loans fall within the discretionary 
authority of branch managers and may be granted in a 
matter of days, or, perhaps, even hours. 


Traditionally, the banks have been short-term lend- 
ers. This situation has changed since the Bank Act in 
1967. 


With the 1967 Bank Act Revision, the chartered 
banks were permitted, for the first time, to take mort- 
gage security. Many businesses seeking to expand their 
operations became eligible for term loans at lower 
interest rates than previously available to them. 
over, following the revision, banks were permitted, 


More- 


within specified limits, to issue subordinated 
debentures. 


In venturing into term lending, a different set of 
analysis had to be adapted by banks, In adopting the 
"going concern " or "growing concern" approach not only 
are the balance sheets of a business analyzed for the 
traditional financial indices, but in addition, greater 
emphasis must be placed on the analysis of where the 
business will generate sufficient cash flow to meet its 
future needs. Through this analysis, a picture emerges 
of how the business reached its present postition, to- 
gether with its level of profitability and efficiency 
as well as the effectiveness of the firm's management. 
A further view of the firm's prospects is formed by an 
examination of the economic and industry context of the 
firm and by considering future working capital needs in 
relation to capital investment. Once a term loan is 
granted, future cash flow statements are regularly anal- 
ysed to monitor the performance of management and to 
identify problems at an early stage. 


With the addition of the term lending facility the 
banks can now more fully meet the various financial 
needs of independent businessmen. Banks are now lending 
to finance a higher level of current assets, whether 
this has arisen from an upturn in the level of business 
activity or from the effects of inflation. Credit is 
granted to businesses which require funds to purchase 
additional fixed assets or replace those that have be- 
come obsolete. Where temporary trading problems are 
encountered, financing is provided to see the business 
through to better times. Additionally, the personal 
funding necessary for the private shareholdings of com- 
panies to change hands is granted from time to time. 


A financial need that the banks are gradually begin- 
ning to come to grips with, is the provision of venture 
capital financing to assist in the setting up of com- 
pletely new concerns. This is largely attributable to 
the fact that the banks traditionally saw their finan- 
cial role as lenders rather than investors. 


For many years the banks were reluctant to take 
equity positions in small companies. However, as the 
banks have come to alter their lending role, shifting 
gradually towards longer term loans, some banks have 
been reconsidering this position. 


In the area of venture capital, in the development 
of term lending, in new administrative arrangements 
designed to expedite and facilitate the processing of 
loan applications, and in the development of new non- 
interest services, the banks are evolving the range and 
quality of their services to small businesses. 


It is recognized by the banks that small businesses 
are considerably more dependent on bank credit than 
large corporations. It is recognized, too, that the un- 
interrupted availability of credit very often is crucial 
to the continued viability of a small enterprise. With 
these factors in mind, the banks characteristically make 
particular allowance for the credit needs of smaller 
companies during periods when they may be required to be 
restrictive with larger borrowers. 


While consideration of the risk is an important 
factor in any banker's consideration of a request for 
loan accommodation, what is perhaps most important ina 
banker's mind in dealing with small business is an ac- 
curate assessment of the character, background and mana- 
gerial abilities of the entrepreneur. No banker worth 
his/her salt can be a successful lender by looking sole- 
ly at the black-and-white of financial statements. An 
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overriding factor is full appreciation of the personal 
characteristics and skills which typify a successful 
entrepreneur. The banker must enter with the person 
into the spirit of creative businesses endeavour. 


In conclusion, Droppo says, "The banks in Canada 
have in the past developed their services to meet these 
specific needs (the smal] businessman) and will, in the 
future, seek new ways to further improve the financial 
and service environment in which small businessmen oper- 
ate. We recognize that the on-going competitive vigor 
of the Canadian economy in large measure depends on a 
continuing fruitful relationship between small bus- 
inesses and their bankers." 


More information on what went on at the Inter- 
national Conference on Small Business will be high- 
lighted in the upcoming (October/November) issue of 
Canada Commerce. 


ITALY NEEDS LUMBER 


According to a recent report from C. C. Charland, Com- 
mercial Secretary, Canadian Embassy in Rome, Italy's 
imports of wood of all kinds in 1977/78 reached a total 
of 8.2 million cubic meters and, while Canada's export 
performance in this area has been good, there is a need 
to cultivate the market more assiduously and to study 
Italy's particular requirements. 


The substantial rise in sales in 1978 (see table) 
can be explained by an increase in new agents promoting 
Canadian lumber, a consciously promoted effort to intro- 
duce merchantable grades of Spruce-Pine-Fir (SPF) and 
the new use of softwood/plywood in the construction and 
packaging industry. 


Within the coniferous lumber SPF sector, Canada's 
share of the market increased from 1.06 per cent in 1977 
to 2.6 per cent in 1978. 


This gain was at the expense of exports by other 
European countries such as Austria, Germany, France, 
Yugoslavia, Switzerland. This pattern seems to have 
been followed by other large producers and exporters 
including USA, USSR and the Scandinavian countries, 
which also increased their share of the market in 1978. 
Aside from influences of the weaker Canadian and USA 
dollar, one might see in these market changes the more 
fundamental fact that Europeans are moving slowly to- 
wards an overall deficit between wood needs and their 
local production. In this regard, an FAO study on world 
fibre demand and supply for the next 20 years places 
Europe in a deficit position in the short term. How- 
ever, reforestation plans are being implemented to mini- 
mize these trends in the longer term. 


As a part of the European Community reforestation 
scheme, Italy is planning to invest close to Cdn $2 bil- 
lion in the next 10 years. This effort will have little 
effect on the Italian deficit in this sector, but con- 
stitutes a step in the right direction toward better 
management of its limited forests. 


Other small manufacturers such as local sawmills 
and plywood producers are having a difficult time-- 
due primarily to decreasing availability of logs from 
traditional suppliers where exporters are interested 
in developing their own manufacturing industries. In 
1978 imports of loas and sawn logs amounted to 1,135 
million mi for coniferous, 1,270 million m3 for hard- 
wood and 1,079 million m3 of tropical wood, down respec- 
tively by 10, 4.75 and 15 per cent from last year's 
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figures. Production statistics show that sawmills and 
door-window manufacturers are keeping their share of 

the market, while the plywood and flooring producers are 
losing almost 10 per cent per year. 


The Italian furniture industry is undoubtedly a 
success story of the seventies. After years of stag- 
nation in the construction industry, furniture manu- 
facturers were forced onto the export market. Up to 
the late sixties nearly 90 per cent of the total pro- 
duction was destined for the local market but in 1978 
more than 25 per cent ($1,130 billion) of the total pro- 
duction was aimed at foreign markets, of which 80 per 
cent was wooden furniture. The outlook for this dynamic 
industry is toward greater market diversification: from 
EEC countries, their original customers, to the USA, 
Canada (sales of $5 million in 1978), Japan, Australia 
and Africa. 


The construction industry is one of the most de- 
pressed sectors of the Italian economy. Comparative 
statistics provided by ANCE (Associazione Nazionale 
Costruttori Edili) show a figure of $350 per inhabitant 
invested in housing, versus 950 in Belgium, 923 in 
France, 890 in Germany, 758 in The Netherlands and 415 
in Britain. This housing deficit has been accumulating 
for the last 10 to 15 years. The question arises how 
long this situation will continue. At the moment, 
judging from the highly complex legislation controlling 
the industry, no great improvement can be foreseen. 
Some observers express hope that new measures such as 
the new saving program and special government mortgage 
subsidy will have a positive impact on housing, but 
other factors such as low investment in new construction, 
rapidly rising labour costs, low productivity, a tradi- 
tional approach to building techniques, high prices of 
raw material, and high mortgage rates would appear to 
outweigh these "meagre" government incentives. 


What is the future market for Canadian lumber in 
Italy? Wood has been traditionally used for doors, win- 
dows and flooring. It has been relatively difficult to 
extend utilization of wood into other sectors of home 
building such as we have in Canada. The timber-frame 
house, for example, has not been accepted by the tradi- 
tional Italian consumer nor by government bodies. From 
a legislative viewpoint wooden houses, besides being 
suspect as fire hazards, also tend to be thought of as 
vacation cottages, and hence as luxury items. This lat- 
ter will be an important factor in determining the eli- 
gibility of wooden housing for construction loans from 
the Instituto Autonomo Case Popolari or the Enti di Co- 
operazione. Another important factor is the urban legis- 
lation. Land is scarce in Italy and there is strong 
pressure to maximize its utilization; the more space 
required for a house made of wood (two or three floors 
would be the maximum) could mitigate against its use, 
and in favour of cement or metal construction. 


Factors favouring wood are its flexibility in terms 
of economy in labour costs, insulation quality, possibi- 
lities for prefabrication at plant and assembly on-site, 
and also the tendency to use more "natural" construction 
materials such as wood. | 


Taking into account all the problems of the Italian 
wood industry, but also the limits of European suppliers, 
Charland is confident that the Canadian market share can 
grow within these present limitations. "We will still be 
faced, however, by our old competitors such as USA, USSR, 
and by newcomers in such forest-rich countries as Brazil 
and Indonesia, which will also seek to increase their 
share of the market."

Canadian export success in Italy wil] depend very 
much on the effort put into this market, and especially 
the success of efforts to introduce new techniques of 
construction and uses. The simple introduction of 
merchantable grades of softwood lumber and structural 
grades of douglas fir plywood has already proved re- 
markably successful. The British Columbia Council of 
Forest Industries has a program for promoting new var- 
ieties and new uses in Italy, and the Department of 
Industry, Trade and Commerce in its promotion of eastern 
species is expected to realize results in the present 
year. The competition from European sources is stiff, 
but given Italy's needs and the declining production 
capacity in Europe, sales should continue to grow in 
the future. 


FUEL EFFICIENCY HELPS CANADIANS 
AT PARIS AIR SHOW 


Although the 33rd Salon International de Paris (June 
9-17, 1979) preceded the announcement of yet another 
escalation of OPEC oil prices, fuel-related questions 
dominated the business discussions of 700 exhibitors 
from 25 countries. Canada was represented at the 
world's largest and most important air show by 26 com- 
panies, most of them directly or indirectly affected by 
the international quest for aircraft and engines which 
combine maximum payload and performance with guaranteed 
fuel economy. 


Canadair proved the claims made for its new execu- 
tive jet by flying the Challenger CL-600 non-stop from 
Montreal to the show site at Le Bourget airport -- with 
no help from the weather. Without refuelling, the 
Challenger took off again on its first public flight and 
quietly, very quietly, confirmed the blueprint promises 
which produced orders for 120 aircraft. Further proof 
of the Challenger's bright future is contained in the 
post-Paris Air Show announcement that a 36-passenger 
stretched version, the CL-600E, is scheduled for deli- 
very in the mid-1980s. 


While the Montreal company plans to extend the 
length of its best-seller, de Havilland of Canada re- 
vealed details of a shorter, twin-engine stablemate for 
the 50-passenger DASH-7. These latest Canadian projects 


are designed for a new market opened up by the relaxing 
of U.S. regulations on the weight and capacity of 30-40 
passenger commuter planes. Soaring fuel costs are also 
compelling domestic carriers to look around for alter- 
natives to their pure jet services on short-haul routes. 
This factor was not reflected in the $30 million orders 
placed with de Havilland for the Twin Otter and DASH-7, 
but many of the inquiries handled in Paris came from 
operators with a fresh perspective on cost-efficient 
DASH-7. Mindful of the expansion in air freight busi- 
ness, the Toronto company demonstrated the versatility 
of the Transporter, a civil version of the Buffalo 
DHC-5D. 


Vying with fuel economy as the prime topic of con- 
versation at Le Bourget were two other international 
concerns which have a bearing upon the overall prosperity 
of the Canadian aviation industry. Throughout the run 
of the Air Show, the Douglas DC-10 was grounded by the 
U.S. Federal Administration Authority (the Canadian Dept. 
of Transport ban ended on June 29). McDonnell-Douglas 
Canada, supplies structural sections for the DC-10 and 
is directly affected by the fortunes of the California 
giant. And CAE Electronics, Montreal, announced in 
Paris the placing of a $6 million contract for a DC-10 
flight simulator. 


With the Douglas jetliner back in the air, Canadian 
aerospace manufacturers can now concentrate upon the out- 
come of another wide-body aircraft debate which claimed 
world headlines during the Paris Air Show. Boeing and 
Airbus Industrie, a European consortium headed by Ger- 
many, France and Britain, are investing a total of more 
than $500 million in the development of rival 200-seat 
medium-haul aircraft, one of which - the Boeing 767 - 
will provide significant spin-off contracts for Canadair 
and other Canadian manufacturers. The American giant 
has already logged orders for 165 of its 200-seater. 
With the same $22-26 million price tag is the European 
Airbus A310, orders for which total 107. 


Long-established aircraft like the Boeing 727 and 
737 continue to sell well, and Garrett Manufacturing 
came away from the Paris Air Show with a $2 million 
follow-on contract for 727 and 737 temperature control 
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systems. Spar Aerospace announced a $60 million NASA 
order for remote manipulator arms for Space Shuttle 
Orbiters. Development of the first operational unit 
has been funded by the National Research Council. 


Impressive as they are, the new contracts announced 
in Paris represented only a fraction of the business 
generated for Canadian companies in this international 
marketplace. Flanked by the massive pavilions of the 
U.S.A., Britain and the U.S.S.R., the Canadian static 
displays attracted a record number of potential buyers, 
many of them assembled in national groups by I.T.&C. 
trade commissioners serving abroad. The Canadian pavi- 
lion and chalet were organized by the Department of 
Industry, Trade and Commerce in conjunction with the Air 
Industries Association of Canada. Air Canada supplied 
hostesses. Several Canadian manufacturers co-operated 
in the provision of communications and other pavilion 
facilities. 


IN BRIEF... 
BRAZIL REDUCES TARIFFS 


As part of its industrial plan, Brazil has reduced or 
bound tariffs on 30 items of export under Decree 83070. 
The concessions are extended to all countries to which 
Brazil grants most favored-nation treatment under GATT. 
Products include lowered duties on apples and pears from 
32 to 15 per cent on a combined quota of 10,000 tons im- 
ported during the period August 1 to December 31; from 
20 to 15 per cent on rotary presses for printing news- 
papers; and from 32 to 30 per cent on automatic control 


and safety apparatus for breaking circuits. Of the other 
26 items listed in the decree tariffs were reduced on 12, 


bound at current rates on seven and bound at higher ta- 
riffs on the remaining seven.

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SMALL BUSINESS — AN INTERNATIONAL CONCERN 


Understanding and assisting in the development 
of the world's small and medium-sized business 
is a topic that's receiving international 
attention these days. 


At the time of going to press, worldwide 
government and academic leaders and small 
business entrepreneurs were meeting in West 
Berlin, Germany, for the 6th annual Inter- 
national Symposium for Small Business (ISSB), 
October 29 to 31, 1979. Canada is represented 
by officials of Industry, Trade and Commerce's 
Small Business Secretariat ( a report on this 
symposium will be carried in a future issue). 
The 1980 meeting is scheduled for Melbourne, 
Australia, and in 1981 the symposium will be 
hosted by the Canadian government in the 
nation's capital. Planning by the Small 
Business Secretariat is in progress for the 
September 1981 event. 


Earlier this year, representatives of both 
the Canadian and U.S. public and private sector 
met in Quebec City to discuss issues at the 
24th annual International Council for Small 
Business (ICSB). An important outcome of this 
meeting was the formation of a separate Cana- 
dian division of the ICSB called the Inter- 
national Council for Small Business -- Canada, 
the first formal division to be established 
outside the United States. 


SMALL BUSINESS FINANCING -- POSSIBLE INITIATIVES 
TO IMPROVE THE ENVIRONMENT 


The following is taken from a paper presented 


at the ICSB 24th annual conference. (More 
information on the ICSB can be found in Canada 
Commerce, Oct/Nov. issue). 


Focus: The availability of debt and equity 
and the impact of taxation policy on the 
financing of small businesses. 


Debt Financing Issues 


Debt financing is like the leasing of an 

asset -- the owner pays a fee for its use, 
expects it to be returned, and takes various 
precautionary measures to ensure that it is. 
The major issues associated with debt financing 
are its availability and the interest rates at 
which it is available. In this respect, it 
must be recognized that the major sources of 
debt financing are in the private sector. 
However, for several years now, federal and 
provincial governments have concluded that 
special measures are required to supplement 
the role of the private sector in meeting the 
reasonable needs of small business for debt 
financing. Consequently, all provinces have 
loan and loan guarantee programs of one form 
or another. 


Similarly, the federal government has 
established debt financing vehicles through 
the creation of the Federal Business Develop- 
ment Bank (FBDB) and through the enactment 
of the Small Businesses Loans Act (SBLA). 
Through these two mechanisms, the federal 
government is able to supplement and stimulate 
the availability of debt to small business 
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The FBDB, a crown corporation with some 
104 branch offices across Canada, has loans 
of over $1.7 billion to more than 34,000 firms, 
and has had a significant impact on the 
availability of debt to small businesses. 
FBDB extends financial assistance to new or 
existing businesses when they cannot find 
other sources under reasonable terms and con- 
ditions. Many customers use FBDB money to 
acquire land, buildings or equipment, or to 
strengthen their working capital or establish 
a new business. Most loans are for $100,000 
or less, with the average being around $45,000. 


Although FBDB assists business of almost 
every type, special emphasis is put on helping 
smaller enterprises by providing loans at very 
reasonable interest rates. Since its inception 
in 1944, FBDB and its predecessor, the Indus- 
trial Development Bank (IDB), have lent approx- 
imately $3.5 billion to small firms. In addi- 
tion to providing debt financing, FBDB has 
become a major source for venture capital -- 
with some $50 million invested in its more 
than 100 portfolio companies. For complete 
details on FBDB financing, and its other role 
of providing counselling assistance, manage- 
ment training and information services to 
small business, refer to Canada Commerce 
August/September. 


Under the Small Businesses Loans Act 
(SBLA), the federal department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce, guarantees loans made by 
commercial banks and other private-sector 
institutions to small businesses. With this 
guarantee, lenders are encouraged to make 
funds available to small enterprises that 
they might otherwise consider too risky. 


SBLA loans are generally used to buy 
equipment, buildings or land, or to improve 
existing premises -- working capital needs are 
not eligible. Since coming into force in 1961, 
the SBLA has been expanded in terms of eligibi- 
lity criteria and maximum borrowing limits 
to include firms with an annual gross revenue 
of not more than $1,500,000, with the maximum 
amount of loans that could be guaranteed to 
any one firm raised to $75,000. In addition, 
the interest rate formula has been amended 
to better reflect the rates in the private 
sector -- interest rates cannot exceed a 
lender's prime rate plus one per cent, the 
rate floating with the prime during the term 
of the loan. 


These improvements have seen a signifi- 
cant increase in the availability of loans-- 
from $90 million guaranteed in 1977 to $170 
million guaranteed under the program in the 
calendar year of 1978, and more than $1156 
million in the first six months of 1979. 


It has been suggested that the eligibi- 
lity criteria under the SBLA could be enhanced 
-- in terms of the size and types of small 
businesses eligible, and that the program 
could be expanded to cover the working capital 
needs of designated small businesses. 
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Equity Financing Issues 


A discussion paper, tabled in the House of 
Commons in May of 1978, (Improving the Equity 
Financing Environment for Small Business in 
Canada), raised three possible courses which 
could form the basis of a federal approach to 
enhance the availability of equity (sometimes 
called venture or risk) capital: (a) substan- 
tially increasing the equity investment 
activities of the FBDB, (b) introducing addi- 
tional tax measure of an across-the-board 
nature, (c) enacting a new national mechanism 
which would provide for the creation of priva- 
te pools of risk? capital, 


Extensive consultations with both private 
and provincial representatives were carried 
out by the Small Business Secretariat (SBS), 
however, an action plan has yet to be adopted 
at the federal level. In the meantime, a 
number of provinces have announced their 
intentions to enact legislation providing for 
the creation of private pools of risk capital, 
Ontario has implemented its Small Business 
Development Corporation (SBDC) Program, and 
Quebec has substantially improved its existing 
SODEQ (Les Sociétés de développement de 
l'entreprise québécoise) program. 


Also, based on responses to the May 1978 
Paper, it would appear that a national mecha- 
nism would be looked upon favourably -- 
provided regional development concerns be 
taken into account. 


In addition to this, a number of new 
across-the-board tax measures could have a 
Significant impact. These being "up front" 
measures, such as tax deductions or tax credits 
On investments made in small businesses, and 
"down-the-road" tax breaks such as may be 
associated with a more beneficial treatment 
of capital losses and/or capital gains realized 
On investments. 


Another important issue concerns the liqui- 
dity of the securities of small businesses and 
the interface between the seekers and suppliers 
of risk capital (their ability to find each 
other). A possible solution would be a joint 
federal-provincial effort to create an organi- 
zed and visible marketplace for the currently 
illiquid securities of small businesses. 


The Impact of Taxation Policy 


The existing tax incentives include the small 
business tax deduction, accelerated capital 
cost allowances, the treatment of R&D expend- 
itures, tax credits associated with new 
investments and R&D activities and many more 
-- all having a direct and positive impact 

on the cash flow of small firms, 


Despite these, the effective tax rates 
actually paid by small firms are not always 
lower than those paid by larger corporations. 
One of the truisms associated with tax incen- 


tives is that a business has to be in a tax 
paying position and have funds to take advan- 
tage of these measures. Many small ventures, 
especially those in start-up or development 
stages, are not in a tax paying position and 
have limited access to capital -- so many 
potentially lucrative incentives may be of 
limited benefit. 


A possible solution could be to allow 
small incorporated businesses to be taxed 
On a partnership basis -- with the effects of 
various tax incentives being allowed to flow 
through to the shareholders, who would most 
likely be in a taxpaying position, and there- 
fore, able to benefit from the tax incentives 
available to their corporations. This could 
also contribute to encouraging the availabi- 
ty Of risk capital from “outsiders ." 


A tax measure, which would contribute to 
the availability of financial resources from 
within a firm, could involve an increase in 
the size limits of corporations eligible for 
the small business tax deduction and an 
introduction of a system of intermediate tax 
rates between the two existing basic rates 
or 25 and 45 per cent. This would also reduce 
the abrupt impact, on growing small businesses, 
of the significant change in tax rates once 
they have exceeded the eligibility limits 
for the small business tax deduction. 


Perhaps most important in the area of tax 
policy is the development of measures that 
would stimulate the availability of equity 
capital. One conceptual approach could involve 
a reduction of risk on the loss side (by allow- 
ing a 100 per cent deduction, of qualified 
capital losses, from an investor's taxable 
income). Another approach could aim at 
improving the return on the gains side (through 
the deferment, reduction or elimination of 
taxes on the capital gains realized on invest- 
ments in qualified small businesses). 


The development of policies in the area of 
small business financing must involve exten- 
sive consultations between all segments of the 
Canadian economic community. Although much 
has been done and is currently underway, much 
more is required before major policies, inclu- 
ding the issues mentioned above, can be com- 
prehensively formulated, 


Coupled with the need for additional poli- 
cy initiatives, aimed at improving the finan- 
cing environment for small businesses in Cana- 
da, should be a better understanding and 
appreciation of the substantial government 
Support already available. 


TRADE FAIRS AND MISSIONS 


TELECOM ’79 


The 21 companies that made up the Canadian 
contingent at Telecom '79 in Geneva reported, 
without exception, that the show was a “great 
success," and that their participation "was 
extremely worthwhile because of the numerous 
good contacts made." 


According to Glenn Wright, one of the 
I'M Nofricials oni site, “anyones whos was 
anyone in the telecommunications field was 
there. It's the most important show of its 
kind in the world with a reported attendance 
of more than 150,000. Huge pavilions were 
set up by Britain, France, Germany and the 
United States. The Canadian exhibit, while 
not the largest (450 m2 compared with 2,000 m2) 
was definitely one of the most active. 


"All of the Canadian companies made 
contacts that they felt would, in a matter of 
a few months, bring in much additional business, 
and some companies even made some on-site- 
sales." By and large, however, the purpose of 
Telecom '79 was primarily to make contacts. 


Opening day, September 20th, was also 
designated Canada Day by the International 
Telecommunications Union (ITU). The Canadian 
reception, held that evening, was attended by 
some 400 senior representatives of world 
telecommunications organizations. Of the 
154 members of ITU, 40 countries had exhibits 
and only 11 countries were allotted national 
days -- a fact that illustrates Canada's 
importance and recognition in the telecommu- 
nications field. 


Telecom '79 is sponsored by the ITU -- an 
organization of the United Nations. Held every 
four years in Geneva, it's grown in stature 
every year and has become the world's most 
important telecommunications event and a 
"must" for anyone interested in exports in this 
field, The next exposition, in 1983, will be 
Pus: pour the, 


The Canadian exhibit was sponsored by 
Industry, Trade and Commerce through its Fairs 
and Missions Program. Canadians have partici- 
pated in the Telecom expositions since the 
start -- initially with 10 companies in 1971,

"Discussions with ITU representatives 
regarding Canadian participation in 1983 are 
scheduled to start almost immediately," says 
Glenn Wright. "Most of the exhibitors indicated 
that they would like more space the next time 
round, and we'd like to accommodate the com- 
panies who didn't make it to the '79 show."

A broad cross-section of Canadian expertise in 
the automotive aftermarket industry will be on 
display at the Canadian International Automo- 
tive Show (C.I.A.) Place Bonaventure, Montreal, 
Quebec Apri: 15itoel7s. 1980" 
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Held every second year by the Automotive 
Industries Association of Canada, this show 
is the only one of its kind in Canada and is 
designed to stimulate sales of automotive 
aftermarket products both domestically and 
internationally. 


Special plans have been made for foreign 
and overseas buyers -- those who register as 
export guests will be welcomed in the Export 
Lounge where representatives from the federal, 
Ontario and Quebec governments will assist 
them to make their visit as profitable as 
possible. A special export function is sche- 
duled for April 16th. 


As well, a detailed directory of export- 
oriented Canadian manufacturers and suppliers 
of automotive parts, accessories, supplies and 
shop equipment is being offered. This direc- 
tory, combined with the assistance of those 
staffing the Export Lounge, will result in 
efficient use of time for foreign buyers. 


Visitors will also be impressed by the 
location of the C.I.A. show - Place Bonaventure 
is Canada's largest and most modern exposition 
building, located close to major hotels, enter- 


tainment, shopping and transportation facilities. 


More than 160,000 square feet of prime exhibit 
area will be used by more than 220 companies 
representing the vast expertise of the Cana- 
dian automotive aftermarket industry. 


As a Canadian industry, the automotive 
aftermarket sector has come a long way since 
its first motor vehicle production plant was 
established in 1904. 


The industry's 1978 export performance of 
$4.7 billion (OEM) and an estimated $400 
million in aftermarket products, and the fact 
that automotive parts are ranked number five 
Of all Canadian export categories and number 
two in the manufacturing sector is a clear 
indication of Canada's success in this field. 


A wide variety of high quality parts and 
accessories is available -- from brake shoes 
and linings, shock absorbers, windshield wiper 
blades, wire and cable products, windshields, 
fuel pumps, car heaters, exhaust systems, 
testing equipment, and many do-it-yourself 
products.

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VISIT OF WEST GERMAN BUSINESS LEADERS 


"Improved Perception" of Investment Climate 


The 19-member group of senior German business- 
men which visited Canada in September for week- 
long discussions concerning possibilities for 
potential investment, joint ventures and trade 
arrangements with Canadian companies, returned 
home with a "much better understanding" of 

the Canadian economic and political climates 
(both federal and provincial). 


These West German businessmen are members 
of the BDI (Bundesverband der Deutschen Indus- 
trie -- Federation of German Industries), the 
most influential business organization in the 
FRG. 


Led by Dr. Rolf Rodenstock, President of 
the BDI, the group met with ministers and senior 
officials of government at both the federal 
and provincial levels and with representatives 
of the business community. 


Mission members said that discussions 

with leading Canadian business representatives 
had given them a good insight into the preoccu- 
pations of the business community here, They 
indicated that they would carry their "improved 
perception of the Canadian economy and invest- 
ment climate back to other business leaders in 
the Federal Republic." 


Common themes running through all present- 
ations to the West German group were: desire 
to reduce government intervention in the pri- 
vate sector and to create a climate of stabi- 
lity; optimism for future development of the 
Canadian economy despite recognition of short- 
term problems; and the strong interest of 
government to see the expansion of business 
links of all kinds between Canada and the FRG. 


In Ottawa, Industry, Trade and Commerce 
Minister de Cotret's presentation highlighted 
economic development priorities and govern- 
ment/private sector consultation processes. 
The Minister stressed that FRG investment is 
most welcome in Canada, indicating that the 
value of major projects over the next decade 
is estimated at some $200 billion.

IN BRIEF... 
DOUBLE-KNIT FABRIC QUOTA REMOVED 


The global quota on the importation of double- 
knit fabric was removed on October 9, 1979. 
Making the announcement, Industry, Trade and 
Commerce Minister de Cotret also released the 
Report of the Textile and Clothing Board on 
double-knit fabric. The Government's action 
follows a recommendation in the Board's report. 


On October 20, 1978, the Board was asked 
to review the double-knit industry following 
representations that the quota was no longer 
required. The quota, which was to terminate 
April 9, 1980, was implemented to protect the 
domestic industry from the threat of injury 
from imports. In its review of the double- 
knit industry the Board found that during the 
first two years of the quota there had been 
a significant improvement in the conditions 
prevailing in the industry and that invest- 
ments in modern production techniques had 
made them more competitive in current product 


lines. Since the quota had been largely under- 
filled, the Board recommended early termina- 
tion. Steps are being taken to remove double-

PERU 


Decree Law 005-79 of March 7, 1979 reduced the 
number of prohibited imports from about 1,500 
to 537. The Peruvian law also lowered by 
almost two thirds the number of prohibited 
items included in the National Register of 
Products made in Peru. Imports have been 
divided into three categories (1) List of items 
not requiring a specific import licence (2) 
List of items requiring a specific import 
licence and (3) List of items prohibited until 
December 1980. 


A further important development was the 
removal, as of July 2, 1979 of import financing 
requirements for all imports, including capital 
goods. Previously most imports required mini- 
mum external financing of 90 days and capital 
goods valued at more than U.S. $50,000 were 
subject to specific minimum credit terms. 


VENEZUELA 


Decree No. 190 of July 2, 1979 exempted 116 
products from the payment of customs duty.

"If Canada's balance of trade is to improve 
significantly, a fundamental change is needed 
in the economic climate for Canadians doing 
business abroad," says the preamble of the Ex- 
port Promotion Review Committee report released 
in the New Year by Roger Hatch, chairman. 


The committee was set up by Industry, 
Trade and Commerce to examine the Canadian 
export effort and to make concrete recommenda- 
tions on how governmental efforts, both at the 
federal and provincial levels, could be better 
co-ordinated and enhanced to maximize the 
Canadian export capability. Under the 
Chairmanship of Roger Hatch, president of 
Canopex and past-chairman of the Canadian 
Export Association, the committee represents 
broad exporting interests drawn from across 
Canada. 


The committee received submissions from 
170 firms and associations from Newfoundland 
to British Columbia. Interviews were held 


“HATCH REPORT” RECOMMENDATIONS 


To address these perceived Shortcomings, 
the committee has made a number of major 
recommendations in its report, each backed up 
with the committee's study of the background 
problems and its rationale for that recommen- 
dation. In summary, the recommendations are: 

1. Fundamental commitment to exports. 
The committee challenged corporate mana- 
gements and labour to maintain inter- 
national competitiveness and to get out 
and win export markets. It challenged

The committee felt that Canadian exports 
could be stimulated enormously by tax 
incentives, not designed to redress 
Canada's lack of international competiti- 
veness, but to redress tax advantages 
other countries give to their firms. To 
study this complex subject further, the 
committee recommends the formation of a 
government-industry task force.

The committee recommended the strengthe- 
ning of Canada's Trade Commissioner Ser- 
vice through an increase in manpower and 
the enhancement of trade considerations in 
Canadas foreign policy.

The committee recommended the extension 
and improvement of export financing and 
insurance to bring them in line with 
existing conditions in other major export- 
ing countries.

Canada's aid policy should be more closely 
related to what Canadian firms and insti- 
tutions are able to deliver competitively, 
the committee felt, and called for greater 
co-ordination between the private sector 
and the Canadian International Development 
Agency.

In addition to recommending the need for 
consistent high level ministerial support 
of Canadian efforts at securing major 
turnkey capital projects, the committee 
Suggested the formation of a public- 
private faci la tye On a Moine owmerrsindl 
basis, for risk evaluation and assumption 
of major risks in procurement and delivery 
Of large capital projects for export 
markets. 


8. Export and smali business. 


The committee feels that small Canadian 
firms that are internationally competi- 
tive should be given major economic incen- 
tive to overcome the cash flow impediments 
to growth and to exploit their competiti- 
veness to Canada's advantage. 


In conclusion, the report says, "If Canada 
1s to build on its strength as exporter of raw 
products to include the export of more diffe- 
rentiated manufactured goods, new skills must 
be learned and the climate for learning them 
must be made more attractive. It is the bosi- 
tion of the Export Promotion Review Committee 
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that a significant opportunity now exists to 
increase the volume and the mix of Canadian 
exports, and that the need to do so is pres- 
sing and urgent in terms of Canada's inter- 
national payments. The recommendations put 
forward are aimed to seize this opportunity 
and, in the national interest, help to resolve 
an increasingly intractable problem. 


"Implicit throughout is the view that 
Canada must lead out in a more determined 
Way to capture a greater share of world mar- 
kets in the face of tougher competition, and 
set aside the follower attitude that has cha- 
racterized her international trade policies in

CANADIAN EXPORT ASSOCIATION LOOKS TO 1980 


“IT WILL BE AN INTERESTING, IF TRYING YEAR” 


These words from one of the 200 plus delegates 
seem to sum up the feelings expressed in pu- 
blic and private at the 36th Annual Convention 
of the Canadian Export Association at Ottawa's 
Chateau Laurier Hotel late last fall as they 
looked forward to 1980 and the next decade. 


Buoyed up by the good showing in the 
export of manufactured goods and the generally 
favourable results of the Tokyo round of the 
Multilateral Trade Negotiations, exporters, 
nevertheless, could not help but be concerned 
about the threat of deepening recession due 
to run-away oil prices and the effect of high 
interest rates. 


The 500-member association brings together 
a wide cross section of Canada's export commu- 
nity --- manufacturers, both large and small; 
agricultural and other primary producers in 
the export trade; consulting and construction 
companies; banks and other financial institu- 
tions; trading houses; transportation companies 
and freight forwarders, and insurance companies. 
The CEA is a private, non-profit organization 
committed to furthering Canadians exports. 


Indications of the scope of the organiza- 
tion are the committee reports which were 
tabled at the convention --- policy develop- 
ment; export financing, small exporters, liai- 
son with the Trade Commissioner Service; deve- 
lopment aid;. traffic; export trading, houses: 
and foreign capital projects --- all the result 
of voluntary work on the part of the membership. 
The reports summarize the activities of the 
committees and reflect the concerns of the 
export community. 


Throughout the convention, reference was 
made to the Export Promotion Review Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Roger Hatch, presi- 
dent of Canopex Ltd., Toronto, and former 
Chairman of the CEA. The 2 Heatcn Report. 
which was released in the New Year, is 
expected to be an important element in the 
government's export plans for the eighties. 


As may be thought, the CEA and its 
members provided a great deal of input to the 
Hatch committee. 


In his concluding remarks to delegates, 
retiring CEA chairman, K.C. Hendrick, president, 
Noranda Sales Corp., balanced the generally 
gloomy immediate economic outlook with optimism 
fore canada Ss prospects in the S0"s:. “Canada has 
eects CrONTENS, Ne sSaids including:

In short, he said, "we have what others 
want," and must work with energy, pride and 
confidence to achieve the potential which is 
Canada's. Mr. Hendrick was replaced as chair- 
man of the CEA at the association's annual 
meeting by J-G. Scott, president, ATCO Inter- 
hat wera! Ltd). Cataary. 


Throughout the four working sessions and 
the lively question periods that followed, it 
was evident that the delegates were prepared 
to meet the challenges of the eighties. Govern- 
ment support was assured by the two federal 
ministers who addressed the sessions, the Hon. 
Michael Wilson, Minister of State for Inter- 
national Trade and the Hon. Robert R. de Cotret, 
Minister of Industry, Trade and Commerce who 
is also Minister of State for Economic Deve- 
lopment. 


Association president Tom Burns outlined 
the year's work of the CEA and plans for the 
coming year. In particular, he pointed to a 
number of policy areas which the government 
had announced they intended to review -- 
foreign policy, aid policy and export financing 
--all of which were of great interest to ex- 
porters and areas in which the association 
would be responding. Other issues such as 
multilateral trade in the post MTN period, in 
particular with regards to U.S.-Canada relations 
and the impact of ocean shipping developments 
on world trade will continue to play an im- 
portant role in association activities during 
1980.

CHANCES FOR SMALL BUSINESS IN THE EIGHTIES 


This was the focus of discussion at the 6th 
International Symposium on Small Business 

(ISSB) held in West Berlin, October 29 - 31. 

950 people attended the opening ceremonies 

at the International Congress Center. Partici- 
pants included representatives of small 
enterprises, chambers of commerce, associations, 
governments, universities and research insti- 
tutes from more than €0 countries. 


Canada was well represented, its con- 
tingent including: from Industry, Trade and 
Commerce...Peter Quinn, Enterprise Development, 
Guy Lavigueur*, Federal Business Development 
Bank, and Marcel Belanger and Ken Wilson of 
the Small Business Secretariat; from the 
Provinces...Hon. J.A. "Boomer" Adair, Ron Blake 
and Al McDonald, Alberta Department of Tourism 
and Small Business; John Laschinger, Ontario 
Ministry of Industry and Tourism; Eric Forest 
and Gaston Plourde, Office de Planification 
et de Développement du Québec; and from the 
Private sector...John Bulloch and Robert Morrow, 
Canadian Federation of Independent Business; 
Mike Mitchell, Royal Bank; Al Droppo*, Bank 
of Montreal; Nicholas Fodor, Electrovert INC 
Montreal; Gordon Kraemer, Manitoba Institute 
of Management; and Dr. Kenneth Loucks of 
Laurentian University, Sudbury. 


The following are some excerpts from the 
Speeches of three Canadians: the Hon. Ron Hun- 
tington, Minister of State for Small Business 
and Industry (Huntington was not present at the 
Symposium but his speech was delivered by His 
ExcelTency Mr. JG. H. Halstead, Canadian 
Ambassador to FRG); Peter Quinn, Assistant 
Deputy Minister of the Enterprise Development 
Branch, IT&C; and John Bulloch, Canadian Fede- 
ration of Independent Business. 


MEETING THECCHALL ENGES* OF STH Sess 


"There is much concern these days with the 
major problems confronting the world -- high 
unemployment, rapid inflation, energy shortage, 
rising: costs, of the factors of production 

I feel we can make progress only if we look 

at these problems as challenges -- challenges 
that need our undivided attention now" Halstead 
quoted from the Hon. Ron Huntington's speech. 


One of the most important challenges is 
"for leaders, in both government and private 
sectors, to foster breeding grounds and the 
right environment for entrepreneurs to take 
risks. We must find new expressions of entre- 
preneurial and industrial endeavour that thrive 
on people's desire to exchange goods, use ser- 
vices and employ the factors of production in 
the most efficient and productive manner. The 
commodity we seem to be short of today is the 
talent of the individual. Are the multina- 
tionals discouraging entrepreneurial spirit 
or are educational systems not moulding indivi- 
duals for business enterprise? 
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"It's not only on the domestic front that 
the entrepreneurial drive needs revitalizing; 
it crosses international boundaries. Nowhere 
is the need for entrepreneurship by small 
business owners more strikingly demonstrated 
than in the international trade area. Canada's 
experience is a case in point. Although the 
Federal Republic of Germany (FRG) is Canada's 
fourth greatest trading partner and last year's 
two-way trade exceeded $2 billion for the first 
time, Canadian sales to the FRG represented 
only 1.5 per cent of Canadian exports and 
Canada accounted for less than 1% of the FRG's. 
This reflects that the bulk is contributed by 
larger firms and that small concerns have not 
yet sought and captured the trade and invest- 
ment opportunities that exist." 


What policies are needed to restore 
incentive and increase the velocity and quality 
of entrepreneurial activity? According to 
Huntington, five priorities exist in this area 
-- to encourage research and development, 
particularly in areas of innovation in product 
design and engineering -- to stimulate the 
growth of high technology firms -- to foster 
businesses that export -- to protect small and 
medium size businesses from unfair competition, 
and -- to eliminate unnecessary government 
regulations. 


"The new government has taken these consi- 
derations to heart. At the recent opening of 
Parliament in Ottawa the government issued a 
statement of policy in which it expressed its 
intention to promote a favourable environment 
for Canadian business and entrepreneurship in 
tne 1980's." 


SMALL BUSINESS IN CANADA IS ALIVE AND WELL 


So said Peter Quinn, Assistant Deputy Minister 
Tor Enterprise Development, IT&C, in a speech 
focusing on the many things currently being 
done in Canada to meet the needs of small 
businesses. 


Taxation -- "the federal tax structure 
provides a lower tax rate for small Canadian- 
controlled private corporations, contributing 
greatly to the cash flow of these businesses. 
This rate, based on the first $150,000 of 
annual taxable income is 20 to 21 percentage 
points below that of larger companies. Relief 
1s granted from federal sales tax, in filing 
sales and excise returns and in paying tax 
when purchasing imported production machinery. 
Special exemptions from capital gains tax are 
provided for the passing of family business 
from one generation to another, as well as 
allowing very substantial loss deductions from 
other income. 


"These are some reasons why the Canadian 
government tax treatment for smaller businesses 
is often cited as one of the most favourable 
in the world. 


"To ensure that small firms get a fair 
Share of government contracts, the government 
now requires that major suppliers include in 
their public tenders a plan to sub-contract 
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to small firms." (More information on govern- 
ment contracting policy will appear in Februa- 
ry/March issue of Canada Commerce). 


Since the establishment of the Office 
for the Reduction of Paperburden some "59,500 
forms have been simplified and nearly two 
million eliminated." 


To alleyiate unemployment, the government 
“encourages small business to hire graduates 
of community colleges or universities who are 
unemployed. This program has served to some 
extent to overcome the reticence of small 
business to hire recent graduates and has en- 
couraged graduates to look to small business 
for career opportunities." 


To make the variety of government programs 
and information more accessible to the small 
business person, "the federal government has 
opened Business Information Centres in major 
cities across Canada. By simply dialing, toll 
free ZENITH 0-3200, enquiries on government 
programs and services can be made at no charge." 
(See June/July Canada Commerce for details on 
the Business Information Centre). 


Financial help -- "the Small Business Loans 
Act guarantees loans of up to $75,000 granted 
by a variety of institutions to businesses 
with gross annual revenue of less than $1.5 
million. The Federal Business Development 
Bank (FBDB), the cornerstone of government 
commitment to small business, has placed more 
than $3.5 billion in direct loans with an 
average size of $50,000, and has served more 
than 50,000 customers since its inception in 
1944. 


"Research and development and productivity 
improvement initiatives are supported by an 
amount of some $80 million per annum, an amount 
that's increasing despite cutbacks." 


Other support, according to Quinn, is 
available through the many policies and programs 
of the provincial governments which are specifi- 
cally tailored to local and regional circums- 
tances, and through the many banking institutions 
across Canada. 


"More and more as government interacts with 
small business we see that small business is not 
asking for a free ride -- rather it is looking 
to governments to ease the burden of regulation 
and to help improve or create an environment to 
permit stability or growth, and to encourage 
prosperity from their own efforts." 


SMALL BUSINESS IS VITAL TO JOB CREATION 


According to John Bulloch, President, Canadian 
Federation of Independent Business (CFIB), 
"Because of high social costs of unemployment, 
it is perceived that the creation of new and 
better employment opportunities will become 

one of the major imperatives of economic policy 
for most modern societies." 


A CFIB statistical analysis found "that 
the small firm sector (below 20 employees) 
accounted for some 50 per cent of overall em- 
ployment growth between 1971 and 1977 despite 
the fact that this sector represents only 
30 per cent of total employment in the private 
sector." In the manufacturing sector "52 per 


cent of all employment growth between 1971 
and 1976 took place in plants employing fewer 
than 200 persons and furthermore 72 per cent 
arose in the under-500 category. 


"These Canadian results conform closely 
with the pattern in the United States described 
in a report issued earlier this year by David 
Birch of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. Between 1960 and 1976, 66 ber cent of 
all new jobs were generated in the small firms 
sector (20 or fewer employees) and correspond- 
ingly 52 per cent of the total increase was 
accounted for by independent entrepreneurs. 
Birch also Observed that employment in the 
larger and more mature firms tended to become 
Static and that their main AETCIVIEY Th thas 
regard consisted of redistributing operations 
from one location to another. 


AS a result," Birch concluded that, 
"despite the higher mortality rate, a dynamic 
small enterprise sector is vital to the creation 
of new jobs as well as the replacement of job 
losses arising from the declining employment 
trend in larger corporations." 


Speakers representing other countries 
also had many interesting and important comments 
to make. Here are some from a representative 
of the Federal Republic of Germany (FRG), 
Australia and the United Kingdom. 


SMALL BUSINESS IN THE FRG... 


"Small and medium-sized enterprises are indis- 
pensable elements of a free market economy," 
said Dr. Ernst von Beauvais, Bundesministerium 
fur Wirtschaft, Bonn. "Small and medium-sized 
enterprises in the FRG are an important economy 
factor....therefore policies regarding these 
are an essential part of the overall economy 
policy. 


"Three points of main effort are in the 
action program of the Federal Government for 
small and medium-sized enterprises. They are: 


Measures to improve frame conditions 
-- an essential precondition for the 
establishment of economical frame 
conditions, especially in fiscal law, 
competition and company law, is to 
achieve equality of chances in the 
economic process for small and 
medium-sized businesses. 


. Measures to increase efficiency 
-- the aim of measures for capacity 
improvement is to improve management 
qualification through promoting 
company consultation and futher 
education of managers and personnel, 
as well as strengthening the inno- 
vation potential through promoting 
technological research, development 
and innovation. 


Measures to improve financing opportu- 
nities -- long-term investment loans 
with favourable interest rates are 

put at the disposal of small and 
medium-sized businesses. These funds 
mainly originate from the ERP (European 
Recovery Program) - Special Assets." 


BETTER COMMUNITY ACCEPTANCE FOR SMALL BUSINESSES 


Small business will have better community accep- 
tance, and will continue to exist, grow and 
prosper if the following initiatives are taken, 
according to Dr. Lisa A. Brodribb of M. Brodribb 
Pty, Ltd... Australias. 


"Show and prove to the community and to 
the politicians that any help given is money 
well spent. This can be in terms of increased 
taxation revenue, employment, export earnings 
and efficiency. Demonstrate SUECEESS Sine a nidiyn— 
dual cases. The small firm traditionally makes 
itself appear poorer than it really is. Owners 
and managers should participate increasingly 
In decision-making activities within the com- 
munity -- not as an individual charity... bot as 
a proud contribution. 


“The impression that small firms pay badly, 
do not train their employees, exploit both their 
employees and the public should be eradicated. 
And, it's important to establish in young peo- 
ple's minds that a small firm is initially good 
to work for and in the longer run, a worthwhile 
ambition to own and operate." 


CLOSE THE FINANCIAL INFORMATION GAP 


This was the focus of the speech given by 
Britains' A.J. Turner, Imperial Groun “btd. 
London. 


"Top priority should be given to improving 
the exchange of information between small 
business and the financial community on what 
facilities are currently available, their 
appropriateness for particular projects, where 
to find them and how to present a case. Many 
bodies or indeed individuals may help to 
Shorten the learning curve, but the onus should 
be on the financial institutions to take the 
initiative in bridging the continuing 'infor- 
mation gaps!." 


THE INTERNATIONAL SYMPOSIUM ON SMALL BUSINESS 
SOME BACKGROUND... 


The International Symposium on Small Business 

is a non-profit, non-political organization 
Oriented towards the creating and Sharing of 
knowledge about the small and medium-size enter- 
prises of the world and towards the strengthe- 
ning of the economies of the various nations 

by assisting in the development of their small 
and medium-size business communities. 


The annual meeting of the Symposium dates 
back to the Hawaiian Symposium held in 1974, 
followed by Tokyo, Japan in 1975, Washington, 
U.S. 1976, Seoul» Koreas 1977; Los Angeles, 
California, 1978, and this year's 6th event 
held in West Berlin, FRG. 


Next year the ISSB will meet in Melbourne, 
Australia, and Canada will host the 1981 event.

SEE WHAT YOU ARE MISSING! 
TRADE SHOWS POINT OUT 
MANUFACTURING POTENTIAL 


There may be an untapped gold mine waiting for 
Canadian manufacturers at the series of trade- 
shows-with-a-difference being sponsored by 
Ontario's Ministry of Industry and Tourism 
throughout the province. The difference is 
that the industrial consumers of manufactured 
goods are setting up the displays instead of 
the producers. 


The purpose of the displays is to acquaint 
Canadian manufacturers with products that major 
companies are currently forced to buy outside 
Canada, but would like to purchase in Canada. 


Following the success of previous shows 
in southern Ontario, the Ministry held a highly 
successful show in Sudbury in November at which 
six of Canada's largest mining companies - 


Inco Ltd., Falconbridge Nickel Mines Ltd., 
Denison Mines Ltd., Texasgulf Inc., and the 
ore division of Algoma Steel Corp. -- had 


displays staffed by purchasing agents. It was 
estimated that the displays represented $35 - 
40 million in potential business. 


The second show in northern Ontario, this 
time featuring the pulp and paper industry, is 
to be held at Thunder Bay, March 5 and 6. 
Planned for the DaVinci Centre, 340 Waterloo 
St. S., the show will display products purcha- 
sed outside Canada by 10 to 12 of the province's 
largest pulp and paper firms. 


Shows slated for southern Ontario include 
One being held January 22, 23 and 24 at Toron- 
to's Hotel Triumph-Sheridan, Hwy. 401 and 
Keele St.. Twelve major companies, as diver- 
gent as Sunbeam and De Havilland, will exhibit 
a wide range of metal, plastic and electronic 
products now sourced outside Canada. Other 
shows are planned for March at Kingston and 
Chatham. 


Started by auto firms, when the Auto Pact 
forced them to source more of their supplies 
in Canada, the shows have been taken over by 
the Domestic Marketing Branch of the Ministry 
of Industry and Tourism under the umbrella of 
the province's "Buy Canadian" program. 


The effect of the Sudbury show was explo- 
sive. One representative of a Cape Breton 
company was amazed to discover that the hard- 
rock mining industry is importing -- often at 
a higher price -- the same type of castings 
his small machine shop makes in Sydney, Nova 
SCHEI Ad. 


He was also delighted to see the size 
of the markets represented. 
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Even the big companies were surprised at 
the extent of goods that could be manufactured 
in Canada but were imported from other coun- 
tries. 


A Falconbridge representative said that 
it had "never occurred to me before we started 
checking in order to set up this display how 
much of what we use is made outside Canada." 


Making it even more potentially exciting 
for the Canadian parts manufacturer is the 
fact that the big giants are computerizing their 
inventory and now have greater stock control. 
Inventory managers for the large multi-nationals 
can let their fingers take a walk through an 
electronic directory to find recorded specifi- 
cations for a given item. 


With the help of this computerized cata- 
loguing system, purchasers for a company like 
Noranda are able to order in greater volume 
for all their world-wide divisions. The enter- 
prising Canadian company that manufactures 
these parts may find that it not only is ser- 
vicing the big companies here in Canada but 
also their world-wide divisions. 


If the companies know about the Canadian 
company, that is. And if, indeed, it is in 
the parts business.

FRANCHISING — THE INSTANT BUSINESS 


PHENOMENON THAT’S ENJOYING RAPID GROWTH 


IN CANADA 


More than 350 companies currently operate in 
excess of 17,000 franchised businesses in 
Canada today -- ranging from the well-known 
fast food restaurants to temporary help agen- 
cies. Rapid growth is expected during the 
eighties. 


The increasing interest in the buying 
of franchises prompted Industry, Trade and 
Commerce, Ontario's Ministry of Industry and 
Tourism and the Canadian Association of Women 
Executives to sponsor a one-day seminar on the 
subject -- entitled "Buying a Franchised 
Business." 


Held on November 24th in Toronto's Royal 
York, it was the first information session 
of its kind -- geared specifically to answer 
the questions of potential franchisees who 
wished to explore the economic options offered 
by various franchised business chains. 


It was an unqualified success -- some 300 
people gave up their free Saturday to listen to 
an impressive array of speakers fill in the 
franchise picture. More than half of the atten- 
dance was made up of potential franchisees, the 


remainder consisting of franchisors and pro- 
fessionals (lawyers and accountants) interested 
from the point of view of giving advice to 
franchisees. Another 200 people were put on 

a waiting list for a future seminar -- to be 
held in Toronto, February 9, 1980. 


The day was crowded with practical issues 
-- identification of opportunities, assessment 
of the franchise firm, the legal considerations, 
financial and accounting matters, and the 
assessment of the business location. Speakers 
included professionals with expertise in fran- 
chising, government specialists, the Better 
Business Bureau, officials of the Association 
of Canadian Franchisors, and business persons 
Currently operating franchises.

BUSINESS ASSOCIATION JOB CORPS PROGRAM 
—A TWO-FOLD SUCCESS STORY 


The Business Association Job Corps program is 

a government-sponsored pilot project started 
last spring to help understaffed business asso- 
ciations and unemployed young persons by get- 
ting them together. 


Success of the project is evidenced by 
the results -- 105 young persons have been 
taken on with 96 associations across Canada 
and are now gaining valuable working experience 
while allowing the associations to expand and 
improve their services to members. 


How does the program work? It's adminis- 
tered by I.T.&C's Small Business Secretariat 
with funds from Employment and Immigration. 
I.T.&C. Regional Offices played a major role 
in finding associations that were interested 
and needed heip. 


The assistance takes the form of direct 
salary payments for the person employed by the 
association -- a sum equivalent to the provin- 
cial minimum wage for a duration of 45 weeks. 
Direct program supervision is provided by the 
12 project leaders also hired under the program 
and located in major Canadian cities. They're 
responsible for contacting associations, deter- 
mining their needs, screening potential candi- 
dates through Canada Employment Centres, doing 
the hiring, processing the paychecks and main- 
taining contact with those associations being 
assisted. 


Duties performed vary according to the 
Specific requirements of the association. They 
can include researching and writing industry 
trade directories; collecting statistics based 
on industry surveys; writing and/or contributing 
to association newsletters; writing association 
histories; preparing briefs; doing correspon- 
dence and varied public relations, archives 
and library work. 


Many of the associations have chosen to 
supplement the basic wage, depending on the 
employee's qualifications and the type of work 
performed, and it's anticipated that when the 
initial year of the program ends in March, more 
than half will be hired permanently. Continua- 
tion of the program for another year is cur- 
rently under review. 
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Sounds good -- but does it work? Comments 
by three program participants, and the persons 
that were hired, attest to its success. 


CANADIAN FOOD PROCESSORS ASSOCIATION (CFPA) 


"The program is worthwhile and has been 
a tremendous help to us. Our association 
didn't have the kind of money to hire a person 
of the calibre and qualifications made possi- 
ble by this government subsidy," says Genevieve 
Morgan, Executive Assistant. 


The person Morgan is referring to is 
David Arenburg, who not only works for the 
CFPA but acts as project leader for the Ottawa 
area. Hired originally to do research, Aren- 
burg's duties have grown to include many 
Organizational and management tasks, newsletter 
writing and administrative work and he's been 
offered a permanent position once his program 
participation ends. 


ASSOCIATION OF CONSULTING ENGINEERS OF CANADA 
(ACEC) 


H. R. Pineault, Managing Director, had 
this to say? The program has been very 
useful -- we wouldn't have been able to hire 
a person with Derek's qualifications on our 
tight budget. He does everything from research, 
preparing information for briefs, contributing 
to the newsletter to first drafts for govern- 
ment presentations and stuffing envelopes. 
Having Derek here has allowed us to better ser- 
vice our members and do a better job in our 
presentations and meetings." 


Derek Holloway, a '79 graduate in law and 
political science from Carleton University, 
feels that the program "helps the unemployment 
situation," and has given him a chance to learn 
the ins and outs of association work and the 
many aspects of association management. Part 
of the ACEC's-. five-year plan is to hire an 
additional person next year, and Derek has a 
good chance of being that person. 


MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT MANUFACTURERS ' 
ASSOCIATION OF CANADA (MEMAC) 


J.R. Romanow, President of MEMAC, says 
that the program is "a worthwhile place for the 
government to put its money and one of the few 
real ‘job creating’ programs leading to per- 
manent jobs. It's not a make-work project 
and leads young persons to establishing themsel- 
ves in the work force. 


"We have a small, inflexible budget, and 
wouldn't have been able to hire a person with 
Donna's educational background (Donna Austin, 
'79 McMaster graduate) had it not been for the 
financial assistance of this program. Donna 
is doing work that wouldn't have been accom- 
plished otherwise. Donna is currently being 
exposed to all facets of the association, and 
she's being trained to fill a full time posi- 
tion once our program participation ends in 
March -- a position created solely because 
of this program."

DO YOU KNOW ABOUT CARNETS? 
"MERCHANDISE PASSPORTS" COME TO TORONTO 


The carnet is a relatively little known but 
extremely valuable document for Canadian 
exporters. It is, in effect, a merchandise 
passport that gets commercial samples and 
professional equipment through international 
borders in 39 countries without the usual 
customs hassle. 

In 1972 Canada became a signatory to the 
"ATA Carnet Convention" ("ATA" stands for 
“admission temporaire"). The sole issuer 
Canada is the Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
and until recently carnets were only put out 
by the head office in Montreal. Now, however, 
the service is extended to the Chamber's 
Toronto office.

U.S. CUSTOMS SERVICE -- 
AIRPORT 


DALLAS/FORT WORTH 


The Dallas/Fort Worth Airport recently became 
home to the U.S. Customs Service, 55th Dis- 
ÉFACC This is the first. time since 1966 

that an airport was chosen for the service 

and only the second time the customs office 
has been situated at a non-water or non-border 
DOIRTE 


Previously, all import-export data was 
siphoned through the Houston Customs Office; 
now the D/FW Office will be responsible for 
North Texas and Oklahoma. 


Last year D/FW was given Foreign Trade 
Zone status, and construction is well underway 
to develop a 250 acre FTZ at the airport. 
will mean that a business will be able to 
import raw materials from all other countries 
without paying duty until the goods become 
part of a final product sold in the United 
States. 


This 
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The Zone will function as a single, con- 
venient place, free from customs control and 
before payment of duty, where merchandise 
may be stored, sold, auctioned, exhibited, 
broken up, repacked, assembled, distributed, 
Sorted, graded, cleaned, mixed with foreign 
and domestic merchandise, manipulated or 
manufactured into a finished product. 


Component parts can be declared at the 
lowest applicable rate of duty, and substan- 
dard goods, waste and damaged goods can be 
destroyed or re-exported under U.S. customs 
provision without payment of duty. When 
finished, the Zone will have not only direct 
aircraft access, but rail access from the 
Cotton Belt Railroad division of Southern 
Pacific Railroad along with highway access 
for cars and trucks. 


NEW COURSE DEVELOPS INTERNATIONAL MARKETING 
SKILES 


A new program called International Business 
started this fall as Bart of the Marketing 
Management Technology course at British 
Columbia Institute of Technology (B.C. I.T.) 
Burnaby, British Columbia. 


The course fills a gap in Canada for men 
and women to develop much needed skills to 
market Canadian manufactured products and 
services in foreign markets. 


"In the U.S.A., West Germany and Japan, 
business graduates with foreign trade training 
are put to work in the international operations 
soon after recruitment," said Randy Vandermark, 
Acting Department Head, Marketing Management 
Technology. "But in Canada the practice in 
most business firms is to 'reward' a person 
who has many years of service on the domestic 
scene with a job in the international division." 


For this reason, he avers, Canadians do 
not have an enviable reputation for developing 
new and growing markets abroad. 


Sixteen men and women were selected from 
B.C.1.T.'s first year marketing program. They 
will undergo training in the many facets of 
foreign trade in the second and final year

"We hope the business community wil] 
soon recognize the merit of employing our 
graduates in the International Business 
Option," Mr. Vandermark said. "They have the 
aptitude to sell, are enthusiastic and many 
of them are proficient in more than one lan- 
guage."

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STATISTICAL PROFILE OF SMALL BUSINESS 


A new publication of the Small Business 
Secretariat, Industry Trade and Commerce, 
"Small Business in Canada - A Statistical 
Profile," reinforces the importance of small 
business to the Canadian economy. 


The study, released in early December 
by the responsible Minister, The Hon. Ron 
Huntington, shows that in 1976 the sector 
with less than $20 million in annual sales 
(roughly corresponding to 300 employees or 
fewer) contributed 52 per cent of total 
business sales and 66 per cent of business 
employment. By number, upwards of 96.5 per 
cent of businesses fall into the less than 
$2 million range.

In 
terms of return on this investment, Canada 
is not very competitive. While the rate varies 
from a high of 68 per cent for UN projects to 
something under 20 per cent for most of the 
regional development banks, one should look 
by way of comparison at Japan -- that country 
has a return of 249 per cent on its investment 
in these same organizations.

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TRAVEL CANADA MONTH BOOSTS 
DOMESTIC TOURISM 


Tourism is on its way to becoming a high 
profile industry in Canada. And so it should. 
It's worth more than $11 billion a year to the 
economy. 


Globally speaking, tourism is the world's 
fastest growing industry and by the year 2000 
could be the largest. In Canada, it is our 
fourth largest earner of foreign exchange 
(about $2.4 billion last year) and, according 
to some futurists, seems destined to become 
our leading industry in income and export 
earnings by century's end. It's already our 
largest employer -- more than one million jobs 
depend on it. 


Canadians are among the world's most en- 
thusiastic travellers, spending close to $9 
billiona year on domestic trips. And right 
now, soaring energy costs and international 
currency fluctuations make travel in Canada 
more attractive than ever before. 


That's why the Alliance of Canadian Travel 
Associations (ACTA) and the Canadian Govern- 
ment Office of Tourism (CGOT) have organized 
Travel Canada Month. Between April 12 and 
May 9, Canadians from coast to coast are going 
to be hearing and seeing a lot about their 
Own country and its attractions as a tourist 
destination. They are also going to be re- 
minded of the important role the tourism in- 
dustry plays in their lives. Theme for the 
month is “Canada -- So Much To Go For.” The 
goal is to persuade more Canadians to vacation 
in their own country. 


Costumed travel ambassadors representing 
the 12 provinces and territories (they include 
such well known individuals as Anne of Green 
Gables from Prince Edward Island and Captain 
Vancouver from British Columbia) will visit 
selected shopping malls across the country. 
Along with a group of musicians, led by Cana- 
da's own "pied piper," Bobby Gimby, they will 
greet shoppers, talk about their own province 
or territory and distribute promotional mate- 
rials. Shopping centre customers will have 
an opportunity to compete for valuable in- 
Canada vacation prizes. 


During the same period major advertising 
campaigns, newspaper and magazine travel sup- 
plements will promote Canadian vacations. 


ACTA's participation in Travel Canada 
Month signifies the importance attached to 
domestic tourism by a trade association which 
acts as the voice for much of Canada's Travel 
and Tourism Industry. Membership in the 
Alliance includes 1,500 retail travel agency 
Outlets from coast to coast, about 100 tour 
wholesalers and more than 400 travel service 
suppliers (suppliers of such services as 
transportation and accommodation which whole- 
Salers package, and travel agents sell, to 
the public). 
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For CGOT, Travel Canada Month is one as- 
pect of a continuing program to promote tra- 
vel in Canada to Canadians. CGOT as an agen- 
cy of the Department of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce is responsible for the orderly 
development and promotion of tourism in Cana- 
da. 


Implicit in much of the Travel Canada 
Month promotion is the suggestion that when 
the time comes to plan their Canadian vaca- 
tions, Canadians should consult their local 
travel agent (perhaps one belonging to ACTA). 
Agents will be well informed, because many 
of them will have recently attended one of 
the Canada Marketplaces held in 19 major ur- 
ban centres across the country between Febru- 
ary 12 and March 7. Sponsored by CGOT, pur- 
pose of the Marketplaces was to give travel 
agents the complete picture of Canadian 
packaged vacations available in this country 
and to urge them to sell more domestic pro- 
ducts. Participating in the Marketplaces 
were producers of more than 850 domestic 
package tours on the market this summer. 


The effects of Travel Canada Month will 
be felt throughout the economy. The tourism 
industry is made up of about 100,000 business- 
es, some large, most small, 90 per cent of 
them Canadian-owned. It is so piecemeal, 
however, that it is rarely perceived as a 
whole. It is thought of, instead, in terms 
of its larger components, the airlines, 
hotels nratlroadsS M But ist as smuUlehmaeakc 
of the industry are hot dog stands at the 
side of the road, where tourists stop for 
Snacks; canoe manufacturers who supply canoes 
to outfitters: tourist cabins. tishing lodges; 
travel agents, souvenir shops and all the 
bits and pieces that make up fairs, exhibi- 
tions and other events. 


The tourism industry in Canada is big and 
Tti'iss-importants” Bute it's also. an industry 
with problems. At the end of 1979 there was 
an estimated deficit of $1.4 billion on the 
international travel account. That's how 
much more money was spent by Canadians tra- 
velling outside the country than was spent 
by visitors from other countries travelling 
here. To be sure, that, deficit ws sitqni- 
ficantly lower than 1978"s ($17 Bit lion) 
so there has been improvement, but we still 
have a long way to go. 


Historically, the combination of increa- 
sing millions of United States residents 
visiting Canada and the great bulk of Cana- 
dians travelling in their own country, was 
the bulwark of our tourism industry. Al- 
though our international travel account has 
been virtually in a deficit position since 
1951 (a notable exception was the Centennial 
Year of 1967), an annual favourable balance 
with the U.S. from 1962-1974 helped offset 
losses with the rest of the world. 


Then two things happened. First, the 
number of Americans visiting Canada began 


to decrease sharply and second, more Canadians 
chose to travel in countries other than their 
Own. The travel account with the U.S. went 
from a positive balance of $132 million in 
b97Set0 minus $250 million in 1975. The num- 
ber of visitors from the U.S. has continued 

to decrease each year ever since. 


A bright note is that the number of Cana- 
dians leaving the country for their vacations 
has decreased dramatically in the last couple 
of years, probably because of our devalued 
dollar. During the first 11 months of 1979 
the number dropped by more than eight per cent 
compared with the same period in 1978 and nine 
per cent fewer left that year than in 1977. 

In the third quarter of 1979 Canadians travel- 
ling outside Canada reduced their expenditures 
by 9.6 per cent over the same period a year 
earlier. There is evidence too that the 
devalued dollar is helping to bring more visi- 
tors from other countries to Canada. Only the 
U.S., among our five major foreign tourism 
markets, sent fewer tourists to Canada in 

1979 than in 1978. Visitors from the other 
four -- Germany, Japan, France and Britain -- 
increased markedly. For example, during the 
first 11 months of 1979, 154,338 Japanese came 
to Canada compared with 124,238 in the same 
period the previous year, for an increase of 
24 per cent; 495,875 visitors from Britain 
came invthat period; up from 413,365 in 1978 
for an increase of almost 20 per cent. 


Otheestactors=that augur well for thein- 
dustry include Canada's not inconsiderable 
attractions, which are becoming better known 
all the time, along with the concerted efforts 
of governments and industry to make travelling 
in Canada both more attractive and affordable. 


Consider, for example, the Canada: So 
Much To Go For program, a joint project of 
CGOT and industry partners -- Air Canada, 
CP Air, VIA Rail, Hospitalité Tours/Québecair/ 
Nordair, Pacific Western Airlines, Trailways 
and Voyageur. 


Purpose of the program, introduced in 
1978, is to encourage more Canadians to vaca- 
tion at home by making available economically- 
priced package vacations. This year there are 
90 packages included in the program which is 
cost-shared, with CGOT and the partners in- 
vesting equal amounts. 


Total bookings rose from 11,143 in 1978 
to 18,617 in 1979. Revenue went from $6.7 
MAN Von stows Nes Mi hihion. Hopes: areshigh 
that with more partners and packages in 1980 
the results will be even better. 


Then, there's Rendez-Vous Canada, an in- 
ternational tourism marketplace for buyers 
and sellers of Canadian tourism products, 
sponsored annually (since 1977) by CGOT and 
the provincial, territorial and municipal 
governments of Canada in co-operation with 
private industry. The next Rendez-Vous will 
be held May 18-22 in Winnipeg. 
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A record 595 delegates attended the third 
annual Rendez-Vous in Montréal last fall. 
Among them were representatives from 154 
buying organizations from 16 international 
travel markets and approximately 200 organi- 
zations selling Canadian tourism facilities 
and services. Business transactions comple- 
ted were worth more than $40 million. 


Considerable effort, as well as money, is 
also being invested in the improvement of 
Canada's tourism facilities. As a result of 
agreements between the federal Department of 
Regional Economic Expansion and individual 
provinces, a number of projects are now in 
the works. For example, a year-round inte- 
grated resort development including Whistler 
Mountain and Blackcombe Mountain is underway 
in British Columbia; campground facilities in 
Newfoundland are being improved; the 
Qu'Appelle River Valley in Saskatchewan is 
being developed and New Brunswick will soon 
have more and better accommodation. 


A prosperous tourism industry benefits 
everyone. Facilities are built andwevents 
developed to attract tourists, but they are 
there for the community too. As a direct 
result of the 1978 Commonwealth Games in 
Edmonton, the residents of that city are now 
enjoying some excellent sports facilities. 
The same goes for Montréal as a result of the 
1976 Olympics. 


ACTA and CGOT representatives are hopeful 
that Travel Canada Month will play a signi- 
ficant role in making 1980 a good year for 
tourism in Canada. Tourism is important to 
al kw us.

University of Toronto's Innovations Founda- 
tion was formed this January to bring univer- 
sity research and inventions to the attention 
of the Canadian business community to ensure 
practical and profitable use of university 
research. 


Says U af *T president James iM. Ham, "the 
foundation will provide a needed link between 
U of T researchers and Canadian industry and 
should, in time, augment university income to 
support future research." 


U of T has a large pool of researchers 
and inventors -- approximately 2,000 senior 
faculty members and 6,000 post-graduate stu- 
dents -- the annual research budget is about 
$45 million from combined government and in- 
dustry sources. 


The Innovations Foundation is already in 
the process of marketing about 20 inventions 
and research concepts. Including a new com- 
ponent for fluorescent lighting that would 
result in a 25 per cent energy saving, a new 
intravenous fluid, and a new means of sorting 
mica flakes for use in mica-reinforced plas- 
tics: 


Gordon Slemon, Dean of the Faculty of 
Applied Science and Engineering, comments on 
the foundation he proposed, "the foundation 
will deal with any innovation from the uni- 
versity -- an idea, a computer program, or a 
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trademark -- but most of what we would market 
would be from scientific research in such 
areas as engineering, medicine, physics and 
chemistry." 


For the first: five years, thestoundation 
will operate under a $50,000 annual grant 
for the university's Connaught Fund, with a 
matching amount from the university's Update 
Fund. It's expected to become self-support- 
ing. 


The foundation will be controlled by a 
volunteer board of directors consisting of 
three members from U of T and five from 
industry and government. The board will 
appoint the permanent staff -- the executive 
director and the administrative assistant, 
early in 1980. 


REINSURANCE FOR “CREDIT INSURERS” 


A new program which will assist smaller and 
medium sized Canadian companies to obtain 
term financing from 5 to 20 years and for 
amounts up to $5 million has been given 
government approval. 


This new federal program provides rein- 
Surance for insurance companies, licensed by 
the Federal Superintendent of Insurance as 
"Credits nsurerse”. the reinsumancescovers 
"excess ploss,s,; «which may (be -inecugred by scee- 
dit insurers who have underwritten appro- 
priately secured, longer term debt of smaller 
and medium sized companies. New insurance 
companies for this purpose are presently in 
the process of being organized in the private 
Sector. 


The insurance of loans by these new 
facilities is intended to eliminate any risk 
of loss that may otherwise exist for a lender. 
The government intends to make these insured 
loans an eligible investment for many 
"regulated" sfkinancialsinstitutions seine 
intention ofuthis., federdlhwinitiative sis eto 
make a wide range of sources of long term 
funds available for investment in such in- 
Sured debt. 


The federal reinsurance program is de- 
signed to assist materially in the credibi- 
lity and market acceptance of these new 
credit insurance companies and the debt in- 
sured by them during the early years of ope- 
ration. The reinsurance premiums are calcu- 
lated, and will be adjusted periodically, so 
that the federal program will be operated on 
a non-subsidy, break-even basis. The program 
is administered by the Department of Indus- 
try, Trade and Commerce with the support of 
the Department of Insurance. The initial 
reinsurance risk limit authorized is $600 
million. 


The program is viewed as a much-needed 
private sector development, with the govern- 
ment's role limited to providing appropriate 


support without subsidy. Research has indi- 
cated that it is essential for the very pro- 
ductive, entrepreneurial, smaller to medium 
sized companies in Canada to obtain a fairer 
and more reasonable slice of the long-term 
savings of Canadians. Statistics indicate 
that these companies represent the greatest 
potential for employment growth in Canada. 
The objective is to make these companies more 
efficient and competitive relative to their 
large national and international competitors. 


There are more than 12,000 companies in 
Canada with assets between $1 and $25 million. 
The large majority of these companies is con- 
trolled and owned in Canada and is engaged 
in manufacturing, processing and trade. It 
is those fields of endeavour which this fede- 
ral program is specifically designed to assist 
in becoming more efficient and competitive. 


This new program was developed through 
intensive consultation and co-operation bet- 
ween the government and the private sector 
over the past 18 months. As a result, it has 
been improved and broadened in its applica- 
WOU Om one Originals concept. It 15 in- 
tended to complement the activities of the 
Federal Business Development Bank, the Small 
Business Loans Act, and various excellent 
provincial government programs, all designed 
to assist the financing of smaller companies. 
It will also complement the traditional short 
and medium term lending facilities of the 
Canadian banking system. 


The past five years have seen rapid growth 
in the pools of savings in Canada and the 
placing of these savings in large financial 
institutions, the fastest growing of which 
are the pension funds. This trend in saving 
will continue, but traditional outlets for 
these pools will shrink as capital markets 
undergo significant changes during the next 
10 years. Demographic forecasts suggest that 
the mortgage markets will not take up as 
large a proportion of public funds as they do 
today. The same is true of government debt 
because public borrowings are expected to 
decline substantially in the 1980s. 


The program is judged as an effective way 
to increase the flow of savings from institu- 
tions such as the pension funds and other 
large pools of savings in Canada into highly 
productive uses in the economy. At the pre- 
sent time, these institutions provide only 
nominal financing to smaller companies which 
are viewed as risky and more costly invest- 
ments than mortgages, prime corporate secu- 
rities and government bonds. The main effect 
of the new measure will be to make loans to 
these companies more attractive investment 
Opportunities.

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MANUFACTURING OPPORTUNITIES SHOW 
SCORES AGAIN IN ONTARIO — 


PLANS AFOOT INVOLVE OTHER PROVINCES 


The ongoing series of Canadian Manufacturing 
Opportunities Shows (the "See what you are 
missing." story in January's Newsletter), 
has met with yet another success -- this time 
in Toronto, January 22 through 24. Others 
are being held in Chatham and Kingston this 
month (March). Now the sponsor -- Ontario's 
Ministry of Industry and Tourism -- plans to 
continue the shows and is also starting to 
work with other provincial governments in 
order to attract manufacturers from other 
parts of the country. 


DO YOU HAVE WHAT THE BIG COMPANY TAKES? 


It's an exciting concept, this trade-show- 
with-a-difference -- the difference being 
that the industrial consumers of manufactured 
goods set up the displays instead of the pro- 
ducers. The purpose is to acquaint Canadian 
manufacturers with products that major com- 
panies are currently forced to buy outside 
Canada, but would like to purchase here. 


In Toronto, some 30 large companies manu- 
facturing a variety of products ranging from 
Sunbeam kitchen appliances to de Havilland's 
short take-off and landing aircraft exhibi- 
ted components and parts at present sourced 
outside Canada. If all these were manufac- 
tured in Canada at the present volume requi- 
rement, this would mean an additional $38 
million for Canadian manufacturers. 


This figure could be substantially higher 
if Canadian manufacturers, in addition to 
supplying these products in Canada, could 
also penetrate the U.S. market. One visitor 
to the show, a manufacturer of specialized 
small equipment for mining and construction, 
has already decided to increase his facili- 
ties in order to service the U.S. market. 


An added benefit for some of the exhibi- 
tors is the opportunity to increase the Cana- 
dian content of their products. 


Attendance at the show over the three 
days was estimated at about 1,000. Visitors 
agreed that this type of show fills an im- 
portant need and many expressed surprise that 
so many "Simple" items were being imported 
rather than supplied locally. 


Exhibitors also expressed satisfaction 
with visitors'response. By the middle of 
the third day one company had received re- 
quests for quotes for more than 200 parts.

MILLION DOLLAR CONTRACT FOR 
HICKLING-SMITH TO TRAIN NIGERIAN 
PUBLIC SERVANTS 


Continuing a long relationship with Nigeria, 
the consulting firm of Hickling-Smith of 
Toronto is providing advanced training to a 
group of 18 Nigerians -- staff members of the 
Administrative Staff College of Nigeria. For 
more than a year, leading educators from ASCON 
have been working with Hickling-Smith staff, 
under the personal direction of James Hick- 
lings to establish a course of , instruction 
for public servants based on North American 
style, result-oriented management. 


As a result, the current project NICAN, 
valued at $1 million, was awarded to Hickling- 
Smith. 


The staff college ASCON was established 
in 1973 in Badagry, Nigeria and last year 
moved into new premises which were built at 
a cost of $50 million (Canadian). The colle- 
ge has five departments: General Management; 
Financial Management; Public Administration; 
Functional Management and Research, and Mana- 
gement Consulting. 


The 18 participants in NICAN (16 men, 
2 women), are all either M.A.s, M.B.A.s or 
Ph.D's. The six-week course which is being 
held at the Guild Inn, Scarborough, encompas- 
ses a wide range of techniques: O groups; 
small syndicates; case studies; motion pic- 
tures; lectures and reading assignments. It 
is staffed.by 15 Hickling-Smith consultants: 
The participants are all faculty members of 
ASCON who will return to Nigeria to teach the 
following disciplines: Advanced Management; 
Advanced Financial Management; Management 
Consulting; Seminars and Conferences. 


In Nigeria, the courses will commence on 
April:26, 1980 and for an initial periods, 
Hickling-Smith consultants will assist. 


The present phase of NICAN at the Guild 
Inn is viewed by all participants as an exer- 
cise in co-operation rather than a "teacher/ 
student" relationship. In fact, the Nigerians 
attending are called "participants" rather 
than students. 


“ENERGY BUS” TAKES TO THE ROAD 


An original idea to conserve energy, conceived 
and developed in Canada, has caught the ima- 
gination of the European Community. 


Popularly known as the "Energy Bus" the 
vehicle is operated in Canada by the federal 
and provincial governments and accepted by 
Canadian industry as a means of improving 
energy use efficiency and reducing fuel and 
electricity costs . 


The customized vehicle is equipped with 
sophisticated instruments. to measure and 
analyze energy consumption in industrial and 
commercial plants and to identify potential 
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energy savings. It is staffed by a team of 
professional engineers and technicians and 

is equipped with a computer, energy measuring 
instruments, demonstration equipment and 
video units. 


Before the bus makes a visit, the company 
provides information on the type and amount 
of energy consumed and the physical charac- 
teristics of the plant. The audit team then 
makes on-site observations to obtain addi- 
tional information needed for computer ana- 
lysis. 


At the end of the visit, the company 
receives recommendations for improving ener- 
gy efficiency and an estimate of potential 
annual financial savings. Visits to Canadian 
companies demonstrated that the energy bus 
identifies potential energy savings of as 
muCnh” as Va tO«cS Per (Cent AVIS TC Aidit 
some cases even as high as 50 per cent! 


After a demonstration in Canada for re- 
presentatives of the European Community in 
June 1979, seven member states (The Nether- 
lands, Germany, Luxembourg, Belgium, Italy, 
France and Denmark) indicated an interest in 
implementing a similar system modelled after 
the Canadian program. 


The Canadian government offered the Com- 
munity its computer and data base programs. 
In addition to making a demonstration bus 
available to visit European countries, Cana- 
da offered to train the first bus crews from 
those member states interested in implemen- 
ting the program. 


A memorandum of understanding, establish- 


-ing the basis for this co-operative venture, 


was signed by Canada and the European Commu- 
nity in Brussels on December 17, 1979. Cana- 
da WilllebeneGiiitar hip Ome tinniSe Sia \olacuO MC 
Operation by receiving statistical informa- 
tion on energy use patterns in industry. 


The bus has just recently completed a 
successful tour of several member states of 
the European Community. And even though 
Europeans are generally more aware of higher 
energy costs than their Canadian counterparts, 
the general reaction from industrialists and 
government officials is extremely positive. 


The Netherlands will implement the ener- 
gy audit vehicle this month (March) and Italy 
plans to begin its program in the near future. 
Germany, France and Belgium are also in the 
process of making plans to adopt the program 
Orea modified versionaot at: 


At the moment, this bus is well on the 
road to cutting fuel and electricity, costs 
in industry round the world.

EGYPT — NEW FRONTIER FOR CANADIAN CONSTRUCTION? 


Egypt's “open door" policy, with’its progress 
sive relaxation of investment conditions, can 
result in greater access to the Egyptian mar- 
ket for Canadian builders and designers. 


One of the most populous countries in the 
Middle East, with ambitious long-term deve- 
lopment schemes and a great need to import, 
Egypt offers itself as a natural market for 
a wide range of goods and services. 


This hopeful picture emerged from a late 
October visit to Cairo, when 12 representa- 
tives of Canadian construction and related 
industries headed by A. M. Guérin, Assistant 
Deputy Minister, Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce, met with Egyptian govern- 
ment officials to discuss mutually beneficial 
industrial co-operation opportunities. 


The Egyptian government's highest priori- 
ties are: tourism; housing and urban develop- 
ment; building material production; infras- 
tructure (roads, utilities, telecommunica- 
tions, ports); food processing plants and 
agro-industries. 


Delegates noted that the single most 
important issue was the need for project 
financing at concessional rates. "Soft loans" 
from a number of western countries, in addi- 
tion to the large United States Agency for 
International Development (USAID) program in 
Egypt, have provided lucrative contracts for 
national consulting and contracting firms. 

If Canada is to get involved in the vast Egyp- 
tian development schemes, financing at mutual- 
RS NL terms will have to be negotia- 
ted. 


In addition to financial restraints, Cana- 
dians hoping to do business in Egypt must be 
prepared for possible long delays and inter- 
ruptions in the contract awarding, approval 


and construction processes. There is a short- 
age of skilled labour -- many workers having 
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opted to go to neighbouring oil-rich coun- 
tries -- building materials and equipment. 
Other constraints include a cumbersome bu- 
reaucracy (although the government is gra- 
dually improving efficiency in certain civil 
service areas), seriously overburdened com- 
munication and infrastructure networks, a 
high rate of inflation related to construc- 
tion, and growing competition from foreign 
firms with experience in the area. 


Delegates learned that the Egyptian con- 
struction market could be approached in four 
ways. First, through the usual process of 
responding to bid calls by public agencies. 
In addition to projects financed fully or 
partially by the government, many projects 
are financed by Arab and international agen- 
cies. The World Bank funds some $300 million 
worth of projects a year. But the assessment 
of international bids is very strict and with 
the exception of CIDA financed projects, the 
international competition is intense. 


The second approach is through sub- 
contracting to U.S. firms. Canadian general 
and specialized contractors should explore 
opportunities with U.S. firms awarded U.S.- 
financed capital projects. There have been 
a limited number of such U.S./Canadian ven- 
tures successfully completed recently. 


A third way is through joint ventures 
with the private sector. There are numerous 
Egyptian individuals, firms, banks that con- 
trol land and have obtained development 
rights, and are seeking foreign assistance 
and know-how. In most cases financing or 
equity participation is requested. Should 
a Canadian company provide the necessary 
financing, 1b could create or initiate: its 
Own project. The company could, through the 
Canadian Embassy, be introduced to poten- 
tial joint venture partners who would supply 
the land and logistic support for the deve- 
lopment of a capital project related to the 
company's specialty. 


The fourth approach is through joint 
ventures with authorized public agencies. 


This approach is similar to the third. Cana- 
dian companies could seek out specialized 
public-sector agencies authorized for joint 
venture with foreign firms. 


There was an all-out attempt to introduce 
prefabrication and industrialized building 
techniques in Egypt, but Egyptian officials 
discovered that some prefabricated housing 
projects resulted in longer construction time 
and higher costs. 


This development could prove beneficial 


to the Canadian construction industry, however, 


which does not depend on techniques based on 
rigid prefab factory-produced units. Canadian 
builders can utilize and adapt current Cana- 
dian techniques based on efficient on-site 
construction complemented by prefab components 
when economical and practical. 


Several Canadian construction and consul- 
ting firms are already active in Egypt, but 
the field is ripe for many more.

“HIGHER PROFILE FOR CANADIAN INDUSTRY 
IN CHINA IS ESSENTIAL. . .” 


says Dr. Paul Lin. director of the Centre for 
East Asian Studies at McGill University and 

a founding member for the Canada-China Trade 
Council. 


"We have to make a clearer distinction of 
the areas in which we're very good. And even 
those where we're only just as good as other 
countries, because there is a lot of goodwill 
in cnaneas ror canada. Dre Lin told the coun= 
cil's second annual meeting. He also said 
Canadian industry has to have a better idea 
of what China's priorities are and where the 
decisions are made. 


Federally-sponsored trade missions to 
China are one way Canadians are able to exa- 
mine China's priorities while, at the same 
time, establishing a higher profile. A good 
example is the Pulp and Paper Equipment Mis- 
sion (Nov. 10-24/79) -- organized by the 
Machinery Branch of Industry, Trade and Com- 
merce in response to the Chinese Ministry of 
Light Industry's invitation to hold technical 
seminars on Canada's latest pulp and paper 
developments. 


These seminars were extremely well re- 
ceived by the Ministry of Light Industry in 
Peking and by the various regions where they 
were presented. The sessions were well atten- 
ded and represented a good cross-section of 
the industry in each area. The technical dis- 
cussions which followed the formal presenta- 
tions illustrated the keen interest and eager- 
ness of the Chinese towards modernizing their 
industry. There is no doubt that any docu- 
mentation which reaches the operating level 
is well read and studied in great detail. 
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The mill tours were a real eye-opener for 
the delegation. In each city, outside Pe- 
king, the visits preceded formal presenta- 
tions. This greatly assisted the delegation 
in identifying which part of the presenta- 
tions would be of most interest, and also 
which area should be covered in greater de- 
tail. There is no doubt that the seminar 
approach gives access to information which 
Otherwise would not have been available. 


While the potential market for Canadian 
pulp and papermaking machinery may not appear 
to be as great as it once was believed to be, 
there is a tremendous need for modern tech- 
nology in the Chinese industry. Those firms, 
both consulting engineers and machinery manu- 
facturers, which can find and establish a 
satisfactory method of industrial co-opera- 
tion with China, stand to benefit the most. 
This process could be long and arduous and 
will require a lot of staying power and pa- 
tience. 


Based on the amount of Scandinavian equip- 
ment seen during the mil? tours, it fs ob- 
vious that the competition is very well esta- 
blished. Also, the Chinese appeared to be 
very familiar with European pulp and paper 
technology as indicated by their questions 
and remarks during the technical discussions. 
However, they also seem very eager to fami- 
liarize themselves with North American tech- 
nology and would obviously welcome opportu- 
nities to put some of it: into practice. They 
were most impressed with the practical 
approach offered by some of the members in 
their recommendations on how to improve their 
Operation, particularly in the papermachine 
area and in the processing of non-wood fibres 
for papermaking. 


Many interesting contacts were made du- 
ring this mission and there is now a much 
clearer understanding of the requirements of 
the Chinese pulp and paper industry. To 
those interested in doing business in China, 
it offers a challenge in perseverance and 
imagination.

A new "distribution hotel" was opened re- 
cently in Oslo. It is an automated ware- 
house with computerised stock monitoring and 
distribution, controls. with offices, staff, 
computer terminals and conference facilities.

THE HONOURABLE CHARLES LAPOINTE, 35, Minister 
of State for Small Business Born in Tadous- 
sac, Québec, he was educated at the College of 
Hauterive and Laval University where he ob- 
tained his B.A. and M.A. (History) degrees and 
Certificate in Canada's Economic History.

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New Fighter Purchase Assists Canadian Industry 


Canadian industry will benefit by at least 
$2.91 billion from the purchase of the 
McDonnell Douglas CF-18A as Canada's New 
Fighter Aircraft (NFA), according to figures 
prepared by Industry, Trade and Commerce. 


The NFA industrial benefits program, 
which started in March 1977, the formal start 
of the NFA acquisition program, will continue 
until the end of 1995. It is anticipated that 
relationships established between Canadian 
companies and firms in the United States under 
the auspices of the NFA industrial benefits 
program will lead to continuing and increasing 
levels on cinGuUsitieiolmaic tal Vilitye sine Craniaidal. 


These industrial benefits will be spread 
across the country with a guaranteed commit- 
ment by McDonnell Douglas that at least 60 per 
cent will go to the aerospace and electronics 
sectors of the economy and at least 10 per 
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cent is committed to technology transfers, 
licensing agreements, and to participation by 
Canadian companies in the development and 
manufacture of new types of aircraft and other 
advanced technology products. Up to 10 per 
cent of the benefits may be achieved in a pro- 
gram aimed at increasing tourism to Canada. 


McDonnell Douglas' industrial benefits 
commitments to specific target values for each 
of the six time periods into which the contract 
is divided, and to the Distribution Plan out- 
lined above, are backed by liquidated damages 
which the company must pay to the Canadian 
Government to compensate for any shortfalls in 
the level of benefits promised. 


The NFA industrial benefits program is 
intended to provide new and long-term oppor- 
tunities to Canadian companies to work with 
McDonnell Douglas and its associated companies. 


In order to profit from these opportunities 
Canadian companies must nonetheless be com- 
petitive among themselves and against U.S. 
firms. 


In terms of direct employment, the Depart- 
ment estimates that this will provide between 
60,000 and 70,000 man-years of work over the 
life of the industrial benefits program. 


McDonnell Douglas is committed to a 
diversified program of purchases, investments, 
technology transfer including licensing, ex- 
port marketing assistance and the promotion 
throughout the United States of tourism in 
Canada. The commitments, however, are in 
dollar terms only, and with the exception of 
certain intended investments do not include 
any specified items. 


Some examples of new manufacturing capa- 
bilities and sales opportunities for which 
Canadian firms can compete include: a numeri- 
cal control machining centre; a turbine-engine 
blade and vane facility; advanced composite 
components manufacturing; an advanced plastic 
mold-making shop; the assembly and testing of 
engines and the manufacture of engine compo- 
nents; design and manufacturing of heat pump 
components and glass products; purchases of 
avionics equipment; and manufacture of 
structural, mechanical and electronic compo- 
nents for the F-18A and new models of the DC-9 
and DC-10 transport aircraft. 


Examples of some of the technology trans- 
fers being offered include processes for 
microwave vacuum drying, an advanced plating 
system, wind energy systems, advanced medical 
diagnostics and the application of cryogenic 
technology to wind tunnels, pipeline supports 
and LNG storage vessels.

Industrial Benefits 


It is the Government's policy that major off- 
shore procurement programs, such as the New 
Fighter Aircraft, the CP-140 Aurora, and the 
Leopard Tank must bring identifiable and 
appropriate industrial benefits to Canada, 
partly to compensate Canadian industry for the 
loss of engineering and manufacturing work it 
would have performed had domestic sources been 
used and partly to help the trade balance. 
Although major industrial benefit programs are 
self-contained in the sense that they are 
individually negotiated, administered and 
accounted for, they are, generally speaking, 
included in the accounts ledgers of the 
Canada/United States Defence Production 
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Sharing Agreement in cases such as the CF-18 
where the defence equipment is purchased from 
the United States. 


In the case of the NFA procurement, the 
basic objective of the Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce was to achieve a satisfac- 
tory mix of legally enforceable compensating 
obligations which would benefit a broad cross- 
section of the Canadian economy. More partic- 
ularly, it was hoped to: 


a. minimize the economic cost to Canada of 
the program; 


b. establish a Canadian industrial capability 
including engineering cognizance for life- 
cycle support of the NFA weapon system; 


c. improve the capabilities of Canadian 
industry by stimulating technological 
advancement through the transfer of 
technology and the exercise of Canadian 
resources in the areas of design, develop- 
ment and manufacturing; 


d. improve the competitiveness of Canadian 
industry and its access to world markets 
by establishing its autonomy in selected 
manufactured products and services; 


e. provide a suitable workload to utilize the 
resources of Canadian industry in order to 
meet Government objectives of stable 
employment and regional distribution of 
industrial ae tiwt ty: 


f. stimulate Canadian exports consistent with 
trade and foreign policy objectives; 
particularly in those areas which have 
been the recipient of substantial govern- 
ment assistance; and 


g. reverse or reduce Canadian imports in 
aerospace products and other manufactured 
goods and services. 


In this ‘context; items of particular 
interest during the negotiations were: 


a. benefits to be achieved in the Aerospace 
and Electronics industry sectors, with 
special emphasis on the technological 
aspects of benefits to be placed in Canada; 


b. the time scheduling of the delivery of the 
industrial benefits; 


c. the achievement of a satisfactory level of 
liquidated damages in the event the 
Contractor fails to perform his obliga- 
tions; 


d. the regional distribution to be achieved; 
and 


e. the contribution to a life-cycle support 
capability for the NFA in Canadian 
industry. 


The New Fighter Aircraft Industrial Bene- 
fits Program has, from ats “inception in 1977, 
been designed to provide opportunities for 


economic activity in all industrial sectors 
and regions of Canada, over a period of time, 
extending well beyond the timeframe of the 
delivery of the aircraft to the Canadian Armed 
Forces. Since the aircraft are being bought 
“off the shelf" in order to minimize cost and 
the wait prior to delivery and since the 
supplier network for the McDonnell Douglas 
(MDC) F-18A has, for some time, been estab- 
lished in the United States industry, it 
follows that the opportunities for Canada to 
compete and participate in the current devel- 
opment and production program are severely 
limited. Nevertheless, McDonnell Douglas and 
its suppliers have been able to offer to 
Canada some portions of the structure, engine, 
and sub-systems which Canadian companies are 
expected to be able to produce at competitive 
prices for the duration of this particular 
program. 


The great majority of the industrial bene- 
fits are, however, not work on the F-18A at 
alin but canhen, consist ,of purchases? of ,aero- 
Space and non-aerospace goods and services, 
investments in new Canadian facilities, the 
transfer of advanced technology to Canadian 
firms, export marketing assistance for Canadian 


products and the promotion of tourism to Canada. 


While the contract negotiated stresses the 
placement of industrial benefits in the aero- 
space and electronics sectors of Canadian 
industry -- which are key elements in the 
country's future economic growth -- the 
diversity of the industrial benefits program 
which have been proposed offers long-term 
opportunities to a broad spectrum of Canadian 
industry to participate in the NFA industrial 
benefits program. 


In order to ensure consistency of approach 
and uniformity of treatment of contenders, 
ground rules were laid down at the beginning 
of the program regarding what types of activi- 
ties would, or would not, be eligible for con- 
sideration under their industrial benefits 
offers. These are referred to collectively as 
"eligibility criteria and there, are, numerous 
specific ones which apply to particular types 
of transactions. There are a number of basic 
rules which are applicable, however, to all 
types of transactions -- and, to be eligible 
as an NFA industrial benefit, a business 
transaction must meet the following basic 
eri tenia: 


a. a benefit must be brought about by the 
Heine: Contractor muse diViSTONS ts ahi nS t= 
tier sub-contractors, or the United States 
Government, as a result of the NFA program;

c. only the Canadian content of benefits is 
considered eligible for credit; 


d. in the case of goods and services which 
have been procured from Canada in the 
past, only increases over a baseline 
period (1974, 1975, 1976) will be con- 
sidered as brought about by the NFA 
program; and 
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e. benefits cannot include purchases of raw 
materials from Canadian sources and 
materials and services which are imported 
into Canada. 


Canadian Exporters to Australia 
Now Given an Edge 


In 1979, Australia imported C$559.2 million of 
goods from Canada. This figure may be greatly 
increased over the next few years due to a new 
"edge" which Canada has over one of its 
traditional rival trading nations in the 
Australian market. What is the new edge? 


Tariff rates often can mean the difference 
between go or no go in decision making for 
exporting. Canada now has a tariff edge in 
Australia over British competitors. In the 
past, the British Preferential) Tayi ffvrates 
applied to all goods produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom and to a range of goods 
from certain other Commonwealth countries, 
including Canada. Such rates gave these 
countries a decided advantage for access to 
the Australian market. Following Britain's 
entry into the European Economic Community 
(EEC) in 1973, and the recent round of 
Multilateral Trade Negotiations, the tariff 
preferences accorded to the United Kingdom 
are now being phased out. Canada, however, 
has not lost its preferences and therefore 
Canada's competitive edge in exporting to 
Australia has increased. 


On January 1, 1980, Australia terminated 
the preferential treatment accorded to the 
United Kingdom for approximately 500 items. 
An analysis of these items highlights a number 
of areas where the competitive position of 
Canadian exports in the Australian market has 
improved vis-a-vis the United Kingdom. 
Energetic exploitation of these new competi- 
tive opportunities could see Canada capture a 
large part of the British share of the 
Australian market. Major items include:

Government-Financed Dry Dock Structured 
to Benefit Canadian Shipping and Related 
Industries 


Under a three-way contract involving the 
Canadian Government, the Vancouver-based 
Burrard Yarrows Corporation and the Japanese 
firms -- Mitsubishi Heavy Industries and 
Nissho-Iwai Canada Ltd. -- the installation of 
a new dry dock in North Vancouver will not 
only serve large vessels involved in Canada's 
foreign trade but will also give a multi- 
million dollar shot in the arm to Canadian 
industries. To be owned and operated by 
Burrard Yarrows, the dry dock will be capable 
Of raising: c6,000N tons of stip to “allow for 
underwater repairs. 


Of the total cost -- $63.3 million -- 
the Government will pay $40.6 million, includ- 
ing $27 million to Mitsubishi for the basic 
dock structure. Under this section of the 
contract, MHI and its agent Nissho-Iwai have 
contracted to purchase some $18 million of 
Canadian manufactured goods and ship repair 
services. This arrangement, developed by the 
Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce, 
provides Canadian manufacturers with a unique 
opportunity to sell their products on the 
Japanese or other world markets. 


As a worldwide trading house, Nissho- 
Iwai has offices throughout the world from 
which some 8,000 sales people are searching 
out and completing trade transactions between 
Japan and other companies as well as between 
third countries. Mitsubishi Heavy Industries, 
organized in 1870, is one of Japan's largest 
and most diversified companies in heavy 
industries such as ships, aircraft and heavy 
equipment.

New Comprehensive Publication on Energy 
Conservation Available 


The Royal Architectural Institute of Canada 
(RAIC) has recently published a 500-page 
Energy Conservation Design Resource Handbook 
which contains a wealth of basic and funda- 
mental information on how to design and 
operate energy efficient buildings for the 
fowures. 


Efficient use of. energy is imperative 
since increasing prices for all forms of 
energy are not only affecting the disposable 
income of individuals and the profits of 
companies but are, according to a majority of 
economists, CONntributingmsignificantly to 
Wntlatalon. 


This publication represents the combined 
expertise of many leading Canadian architects, 
engineers, planners, economists and other 
allied professionals. These 500 pages reflect 
four years of work by the Energy Task Force 


of the Royal Architectural Institute of Canada. 


This group was formed to find new approaches 
to building construction and management 
because of dwindling natural resources and 
escalating costs. 


The energy related topics are amply 
illustrated with charts, graphs, diagrams and 
sectional drawings. For example, one section 
of the Handbook is devoted to the effects of 
climate and topography on the heating and 
cooling of buildings and, in great detail -- 
with the aid of numerous maps and charts -- 
it lays (out Canada*s climatic characteristics. 
The illustrations show maximum and minimum 
temperatures, with seasonal and regional 
variations; annual number of hours of bright 
sunshine; wind velocity; and average annual 
precipitation and humidity. The distribution 
of heating degree days across Canada is shown 
and the impact of variations in mean daily 
temperature on heating demand is analyzed. 


The Handbook, a loose-leaf, four-ring 
binder format to facilitate additions or up- 
dating of information, is available from the 
Royal Architectural Institute of Canada,

BRAZIL 


Central Bank Resolution No. 584 of December 7 
eliminated the prior deposit requirement for 
imports effective December 10, 1979. The 360- 
day prior deposit of the full f.0.b. valent 
the goods was introduced by Central Bank 
Resolution No. 354 of December 1975. 


JAMAICA 


Canadian exporters are again reminded to 
exercise caution in exporting to Jamaica 
because of the persistent balance of payments 
difficulties that the country is experiencing. 
The Government authorities re-introduced prior 
deposit requirements for imports under the 
Exchange Control Act effective February 1, 
1980. Under the deposit scheme importers must 
deposit in a special Suspense account with 
their commercial bank the Jamaican dollar 
equivalent of their foreign exchange obliga- 
tions before approval can be obtained from the 
Bank of Jamaica for the purchase of foreign 
exchange. This gives assurance to overseas 
suppliers that local funds are available to 
make payment. However, as no time limit has 
been set by the Bank of Jamaica for the re- 
lease of foreign exchange, it does not 
guarantee that foreign exchange will be avail- 
able when payment is due for imports. 


In addition, foreign suppliers must be 
prepared for the time being to extend credit 
terms of at least 365 days for approved 
imports. 


MEXICO 


According to a report from our Mexico City 
office, the Mexican Congress has introduced a 
law that amends the current tax status of 
technical transfers. The law reduces the 
maximum 42 per cent tax rate on technical 
assistance, know-how and technical services, 
including engineering and consulting services, 
to a new rate of either 21 per cent of gross 
billings or 42 per cent of met income (ice: 
total fee less expenses incurred in Mexico). 
Royalties and licensing of patents are still 
Subject to the maximum 42 per cent rate 
although in cases where licensing includes 
technical services, the 21 per cent rate could 
apply subject to special approval by the 
Mexican authorities. No further details are 
available. 


A new value-added-tax (VAT) of 10 per cent was 
introduced from January 1, 1980 to replace the 
4 per cent mercantile tax on most goods and 
services. In the border area and the free 
zones of Baja California, Baja California Sur 
and Northern Sonora, the tax is 6 per cent. 
The VAT is levied on the duty-paid value of 
all applicable imports. Public sector compa- 
nies and locally produced goods are subject to 
the VAT at each stage of the production pro- 
cess. Exempt from the tax are agricultural 
raw materials, most basic foods, fertilizers, 
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machinery and equipment used in agriculture 
and livestock raising, books and periodicals 
as well as public, transportation, education 
and professional services.

Under a $5 million contract 
signed in June 1978, the railway bridge was 
designed and fabricated by Canron Western 
Bridge Division of Vancouver, with erection 
Subcontracted to Quemont Construction Ltd. 


The eight-span structure has a total 
length of more than a quarter of a mile 
(0.4023 km). It was specially designed to 
withstand the unpredictable Chirripo River, 
which carried away two previous bridges during 
the height of rainy seasons. The new bridge 
will permit substantial savings in trans- 
porting bananas to the ports of Limon and Moin.

Computer Swap 


Seven years ago Volker-Craig Ltd., Waterloo, 
Ontario, a Canadian computer terminal manu- 
facturer, came into being. The first terminal 
produced was purchased by Dr. Barry Wills, 
systems design (engineering) professor on the 
University of Waterloo campus and a computer 
software expert. He's had it ever since. In 
the meantime, the company has become Canada's 
largest computer terminal manufacturer and is 
competing successfully in international markets 
(80 per cent of its sales are out of Canada). 


Recently Volker-Craig's 10,000th computer 
terminal came off the line. Because the first 
computer has become of considerable senti- 
mental and historic value to the company, the 
president, Mike Volker, a University of 
Waterloo alumnus, offered to swap No. 10,000 
for No. 1. The exchange was recently com- 
pleted in the company's impressive new head 
office in Waterloo.

Canadian International Automotive Show — 
A Smash Hit...but there’s a hitch 


The AIA Show -- held in Montreal this April 
broke records on all fronts. Record exhibits 
-- display area -- attendance -- and industry 
response. 


More than 250 exhibits occupied a vast 
display area at Montreal's Place Bonaventure 
to promote Canadian aftermarket parts, acces- 
sories, chemicals, and service shop equipment 
and supplies. It's a biannual event sponsored 
by the Automotive Industries Association of 
Canada (AIA) and is recognized as the main 
avenue for trade activities for the automotive 
industry on the home front. 


Here's what some of the exhibitors had to 
Saves 


"This was one of our best shows in Canada, 
and the biggest AIA show we've ever partici- 
pated in...we're totally pleased with the 
calibre of attendance and especially with the 
backup support and government help." -- W.F.

"We're pleasantly surprised...historically 
the good shows have been in Chicago, Frankfurt, 
but this year's AIA show attracted people who 
were buyers, especially from Australia." --

Now for the hitch. Traditionally the 
Canadian automotive parts industry has blos- 
somed domestically behind protective tariffs, 
and has not taken the export route seriously. 
Recent events are threatening to nip Canada's 
automotive industry in the bud. GATT negotia- 
tions stipulate that by 1988 the Canadian 
protective tariff structure will have de- 
creased by 40 per cent -- exposing the present 
terra firma to international competition. 


Joe Lewis, Chairman of Grant Brothers 
Sales Limited, Toronto, and well-known industry 
spokesman, summed up the situation recently: 
"The problem that Canada faces is that none of 
you, or very few of you, will accept the need 
for Canada to export. I would suggest to 
those of you who are manufacturers in the 
automotive aftermarket and have done nothing 
about exports -- that you have a big sign 
made for your desk. It should read -- IF I DO 
NOT EXPORT, I WILL NOT HAVE A JOB IND FIVE 
YEARS: 


"Our automotive aftermarket in Canada grew 
up behind protective barriers...these barriers 
will disappear and you will no longer have a 
manufacturing unit, you will have a warehouse 
in Canada -- so where will be your job?” 


An upcoming issue of Canada Commerce maga- 
zine will examine the automotive aftermarket, 
with emphasis on the worldwide export potential 
and the varied assistance available to those 
needing information on how to start in the 
export field. 
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New Direction Seen for Work 
of Tariff Board 


An expanded role for the Tariff Board was 
forecast by Board Chairman John A. MacDonald 
in his address to the annual conference of the 
Canadian Importers' Association in Toronto 
last month. 


"The world trading environment for Canadian 
producers and manufacturers will continue to 
change substantially," Mr. MacDonald said. 

Jin parte cthasawi |Jebesthes result of the recent— 
ly concluded Tokyo Round, the latest in a 
series of multilateral trade negotiations under 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT), aimed at liberalizing world trade. 
World trading patterns will also undergo con- 
siderable realignment as a result of the 
‘north-south’ dialogue between industrialized 
and less developed countries and the movement 
towards a new world economic order. 


"While these changes will present Canadian 
manufacturers with the challenge of many new 
export opportunities, the increased import 
competition in the Canadian market will un- 
doubtedly create a number of adjustment prob- 
lems as well. The Tariff Board, an independent 
federal body which acts as an advisor to the 
government on trade and tariff issues, will 
most certainly play an increasingly active role 
during this adjustment period," he concluded. 
The Board's reports and recommendations on 
trade and tariff matters are submitted to 
Parliament through the Minister of Finance. 


Reference 157, now before the Tariff Board, 
is one extensive study resulting from the 
recently completed multilateral trade negotia- 
tions. lt) involves. not, as in therpast, a 
narrowly defined problem concerning rates of 
duty, but the more general issue of finding 
another tariff arrangement for the current 
system whereby goods are classified on the 
basis of whether or not they are made in Canada. 
Two more, broader tariff-related inquiries are 
pending. 


Mr. MacDonald also announced that the 
Tariff Board will hold public hearings on 
Reference 157 on oilfields equipment beginning 
on June 23 in Calgary. Subsequent hearings 
dealing with mining equipment will be held on 
October 20 in Ottawa and October 27 in Van- 
couver, to be followed by a hearing in Ottawa 
on December 8 on special purpose machinery and 
miscellaneous goods. 


Concurrent with its increased hearings on 
references, the Board has recently begun the 
regular scheduling on appeals in Western 
Canada in the fall and in the Atlantic provinces 
in the spring. In its appeal function, the 
Board serves as an appeal court under the 
Customs Act, Excise Tax Act and Anti-dumping 
Act.

A major breakthrough in the marketing of 
Canadian high technology was announced early

Public Broadcasting and the National Tele- 
communications and Information Administration 
announced that it has chosen Telidon the 
world's most advanced two-way television 
“system -- over the competing British and French 
systems LOR MATE MEESALS Nes NEO.

in the test are several prominent organizations 
including the Washington Post, the Washington 
Star, the District of Columbia Ve 
the Smithsonian Institute, and the UlS mener 
Department, Federal Information Centre, 

Federal Trade Commission and the Food and Drug 
Administration. 


The Americans preferred the Telidon system 
because it proved to be superior in a number 
of ways. For example, Telidon images are much 
clearer, can draw curves and overlay text and 
colour, and can produce images faster than the 
European designs, which print characters and 
only rough pictures. 


Another crucial factor is the Telidon 
computer, which can receive and translate 
complicated instructions and perform functions 
beyond the capacity of both France's Antiope 
and Britain's Prestel systems. As computer 
technology advances, Telidon is easily 
adaptable without expensive modifications. 


The potential market for the Telidon 
system is expected to approach a billion 
dollars in Canada alone, with the American 
market worth several times that amount. 

The federal Department of Communications 
is currently testing Telidon in several field 
trials wins Canadas Voron to wil ibe thers tes of 
one of the world's largest trials of two-way 
T.V. technology when Bell Canada participates 
in a test using 900 sets early next year. 
Altogether, about 2,000 Telidon terminals will 
be operating in Canada in the various tests.

Fifty Years of Progress in Steel 


The Canadian Institute of Steel Construction 
(CISC) is celebrating its 50th Anniversary 

this year. During a half century of achieve- 
NEM teenas DUIIt a reputation of integrity as 
daenatronaietrade associat lon Encens fulfilled 
the needs of its members and its customers. 
Today Canada has structural steel of excellent 
dualhisy at an reasonable price -= an outstanding 
example of the extremely important role the 
Canadian steel mills have played in helping to 
create a strong steel fabrication industry in 
Canada. 


The CISC represents the structural steel, 
platework, and joist fabricating industries of 
Canada. These industries normally produce in 
the range of 400,000 to 500,000 tons of fabri- 
cated steel each year, of which CISC's fabri- 
cator members produce 80-85 per cent. Its 
members fabricate steel mainly for buildings, 
bridges, tanks and similar products. However, 
many member companies are also engaged in 
related activities, such as heavy machinery 
manufacturing, production of castings and 
wholesaling of steel. Its associate member- 
Ship includes major Canadian steel-producing 
mills, as well as representatives from British 
and American steel producers. 


The objectives of the CISC are to promote 
good design and safety, together with the 
efficient and economic use of steel, through 
uniform practices, engineering and technical 
research as a means of expanding the con- 
SbRUCLIOnN tarkRe ES = Ole —Siamue FUIa ll MS itelells jOuS ts 
and platework. It serves the industry, owners, 
developers, architects, engineers, educational 
institutions and all levels of government. 


As with many trade associations, CISC began 
in a relatively small way, starting with a 
one-man secretariat in 1930. Headquarters are 
now located in Metro Toronto (Willowdale), and 
there are regional offices in Halifax, 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg, Calgary and 
Vancouver.

CISC acted as a co-ordinating body for the 
promotional needs of the industry with partic- 
ular emphasis on engineering and technological 
expertise. In the 1960s, the regional offices 
became well-established as an important grass- 
roots activity. Also, in co-operation with the 
mills and other steel institutes, the Canadian 
Steel Industries Construction Council was 
established. 


In the 1920s and 1930S, pioneer research 
on composite steel and concrete design was 
carried out in Canada. Around 1940, CISC 
published a small handbook containing composite 
design tables. Composite construction caught 
on quickly in bridge work in the 1950s and 
then the development of steel floor deck and 
cellular steel floor deck led to extensive 
research into the use of composite floors in 
buildings. This composite design is a major

Winning With Wallcoverings 


It isn't often that a Canadian entrepreneur is 
given top prize and highest honour by a United 
States industry for excelling both at home and 
fice ae latee Whats 


Gilbert Goodman of Rexdale, Ontario, was 

named PARA RSETS Achiever of the Year" by 
ering Magazine at the Wallcoverings '80 

eras reception held recently in New York 
City. Goodman is president of Crown Wallpaper 
and its manufacturing arm, Wallcrown Ltd., in 
Rexdale, as well as president of Crown Wall- 
coverings in New York. 


His firms have designer showrooms strate- 
gically placed in top centres throughout 
Canada as well as in New York's famed Decora- 
tors and Designers Building. And that is one 
clue to his enormous success. He believes in 
presenting his quality designs as rare jewels 
in settings where they will show off to the 
best advantage. 


The second clue to why he was given this 
industry's highest award is his ability to 
surround himself with top-notch people. 


"I give them full responsibility and 
opportunity to succeed on their own," he said. 
"You have to hire good people. If they're 
capable, they'll do their jobs well and your 
company will thrive." 


Although it seems almost elementary, many 
good, first-rate companies go down the bubbly 
because they don't pay attention to the most 
important person in the organization. It's 
the first voice you hear when you contact a 
company. And if the voice projects an aura of 
warm helpfulness coupled with efficiency, the 
company will be stamped with a top quality 
rave wid 


Goodman believes that all his people -- 
from receptionists through the different layers 
of sales personnel to top management should 
reflect the good taste and quality of his 
products. 


An extremely private person, Goodman's 
Success in the wallcovering industry has 
pushed both him and his company into a highly 
visible position. He became a distributor 27 
years ago, opening his first designer showroom 
in Toronto two years later. During the next 
two years a second showroom appeared, this 
time in Montreal. His third showroom opened 
in Vancouver in 1963. The next year he 
expanded into the United States, moving into 
the D&D Building in New York. Since then he 
has added two more Canadian showrooms -- one 
RS in 1975 and one in Quebec City in 


After a number of screened wallcovering 
successes, he became a full-fledged manu- 
facturer with Wallcrown Ltd. in 1970. His 
U.S. base was expanded dramatically in 1977 
when he and Jack Josephson joined to buy 
J. Josephson Inc. and its handprint division 
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Manuscreens. Last May, Josephson sold his 
share to Goodman, and Goodman began jetting 
weekly to New York to fill the marketing and 
styling voids left by the changeover. He has 
since named former Columbus Coated Fabrics 
executive, Richard Tashman, as president of 
J. Josephson Inc. 


The successful wallcovering business has 
become much more sophisticated and selective. 
"Fifteen years ago our primary customer was 
the middle-aged housewife who tried to please 
everybody," he said. "Now our customers are 
much more individualistic and it takes well- 
paid wallcovering professionals to sell them. 


Promotion and better compensated retail 
employees with the ability to sell will help 
communicate the message that the wall is not 
merely a backdrop for furniture, carpet and 
windows but a design element that can't be 
ignored. It is an important part of the total 
decorating scheme. 


He is upset by retailers who fail to 
display wallcoverings in the proper dramatic 
setting. Wallcoverings, he said, are the 
jewel of the decorative wall products market. 


"With paint you can sell price because it 
isn't fashion, but with wallcovering, 20 to 
30 per cent discounting only cheapens the 
presentation." 


Although he firmly believes that wall- 
coverings should not be sold like a super- 
market product, many mass merchandisers seem 
to be significantly more aggressive in selling 
wallcovering than the small independent dealer. 


"The mass merchandiser sees something that 
the paint and wallpaper dealer doesn't -- that 
people want to buy wallpaper." 


Goodman's advice to small, independent 
dealers is that they take a page from the mass 
merchandiser's notebook on wallcovering display 
and heavy consumer-oriented advertising. 


"Most small wallcovering retailers already 
offer solid customer service and with stronger 
retail-level promotion, the market could 
expand more rapidly." 


No business has as exciting a future as 
the wallcovering business, he avers. 


"But we still need better retail outlets, 
a co-ordinated program of advertising and 
public relations between manufacturer and 
retailer, and better programs to make it 
easier for people to sell."

BRAZIL 


A Presidential Decree of March 12, 1980 
increased ad valorem duties on approximately 
9000) 7tems classitiedsin Chapters 2ose29.,..33 
and 39 (chemicals and plastic materials) and 
Chapters 84, 85 and 90 (capital equipment), of 
the Brazilian Customs Tariff. The duties were 
raised to 30 per cent on chemicals and plastic 
Materials previously dutiable at 0 to 29 per 
cent and to 45 per cent on capital equipment 
previously dutiable at 30 to 44 per cent. The 
new duty rates will be in effect until March 
Bi a4 981. 


In addition, the Central Bank has announced 


a 15 per cent tax on the purchase of foreign 
exchange by Brazilian importers. The tax will 


be reduced to 10 per cent on September 1, 1980.

$270 million to the development banks. In 
terms of return on this investment, Canada is 
not very competitive. While the rate varies 
froma high of 68 per cent for UN projects to 
something under 20 per cent for most of the 
regional development banks, one should look 
by way of comparison at Japan -- that country 
has a return of 249 per cent on its invest- 
ment in these same organizations.
